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Package  deal  talks 

recessed  after 
progress  achieved

‘Far-reaching*  progress  was  re- 
ported in  the  packages  deal  talks 
between  the  government,  the  FGs- 
tadrut  and  the  manufacturers  at  the 
Prime  Minister’s  Office,  adjourned 
late  last  night  without  an  accord. 
Economics  Minister  Gad  Ya’acobi 
said  significant  progress  was  made 
on  the  issues  of  profitability , interest 
rates,  and  the  burden  on  wage- 
earners. 

The  talks  will  resume  this  morning 
1 'TrrTel  Aviv. 

The  points  still  in  dispute 
apparently  related  to  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  given  to  lower-income 
workers  for  cuts  in  cost-of-living  in- 
crements, to  be  implemented  at  least 
during  the  first  month  of  the  accord. 

The  Treasury  offered  to  compen- 
sate workers  by  lowering  income  tax 
bv  five  cent.  But  workers  who  make 
less  than  the  threshhold  for  income 
tax  will  not  benefit  from  this  step,  so 
there  is  a need  to  compensate  them 
in  some  other  way. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  to 
3llow  consultations  by  each  side. 

Ooseted  with  Peres  in  the  Prime 
Minister's  Office  in  Jerusalem  were 
, Histadrut  Secretary- Gen  era]  Yisraei 
Kessar.  Finance  Minister  Yitzhak 
Moda'i,  Economics  Minister  Gad 
Ya’acobi.  and  Manufacturers  Asso- 
ciation president  Eli  Hurwitz. 

Last  night's  meeting  was  preceded 
by  a gathering  of  the  six  ministers 
who  represent  the  government  in  the 
Economic  and  Social  Council,  an 
18-member  body  representing  the 
three  sides  involved  in  the  negotia- 
tions. 

Earlier,  suspicion  had  grown  in 
the  Histadrut  that  Treasury  and 


Bank  of  Israel  officials  were  pur- 
posely prolonging  the  package  deal 
stalmate  to  further  erode  workers* 
wages,  prior  to  a wages  and  prices 
freeze. 

Kessar  said  yesterday  that,  from 
the  labour  federation’s  point  of 
view,  there  is  nothing  preventing  an 
accord.  However,  said  Kessar,  "we 
are  hearing  noises  from  those  in  the 
government  and  Treasury  who 
aren't  interested  in  reaching  an 
agreement." 

Addressing  labour  council  and 
works  committee  heads  in  Kiryat 
Shraona.  Kessar  said  that  he  had 
informed  Peres  that  the  Histadrut 
could  not  for  long  accept  a situation 
in  which  the  workers  were  suffering. 

Hevrat  Ha'ovdim  secretary  Dan- 
ny Rosolio  said  last  night  that  the 
time  had  come  to  reach  an  agree- 
ment. “It  appears  as  if  things  are  ripe 
for  us  to  tie  up  the  package  (teal,'’  he 
told  The  Jerusalem  Post. " 

Histadrut  officials  are  gratified  by 
the  government's  apparent  adoption 
of  most  of  the  proposals  presented 
by  the  labour  federation  last  week. 
Kessar  said  that  a freeze  would  be 
total  and  would  last  for  three 
months,  as  demanded  by  the  Histad- 
rur. 

The  government  and  the  manufac- 
turers apparently  have  also  accepted 
the  Histadrut's  demand  that  the  eco- 
nomic burden  be  equally  distributed 
by  means  of  a levy  on  the  self- 
employed  . The  extent  of  the  levy  has 
still  to  be  decided. 

Another  issue  that  has  still  to  be 
derided  is  the  reduction  of  interest 
rates,  Histadrut  sources  said.  Hie 
government  and  the  Bank  of  Israel 
have  apparently  agreed  that  interest 
rates  will  drop  in  the  first  month  of 
the  freeze. 


Foreign  reserves  drop  again

Israel's  foreign-currency  reserves 
continued  to  shrink  last  month, 
dropping  594  million,  the  Bank  of 
Isr.-'S ! ar,*:0uneed ;.  ciferday.  ' 

The  central  bank  said  the  reserves 
stood  at  Si  .994  million  at  the  end  of 
October.  This  did  not  include  $1.2 
billion  received  from  the  U.S.  on 
Wednesday  as  a one-time  lump-sum 
oayment  of  the  entire  civilian -aid 
-ckage  for  1985.  The  U.S.  aid  ar- 
. d too  late  to  be  included  in  the 
Bank  of  Israel's  figures  for  last 
month. 

At  the  end  of  last  May  the  reserves 
stood  at  some  $3  billion,  the  mini- 
mum “safe"  level.  But  as  the  figures 
released  lasr  week  by  the  Bank  of 
Israel  showed,  the  government  was 
able  to  keep  this  level  during  the  first 
half  of  the  year  only  by  taking  large 
foreign-currency  loans  abroad. 

Since  the  elections,  the  govern- 
ment has  been  unwilling  or  unable  ro 


get  new  loans  abroad,  making  the 
drop  in  reserves  almost  inevitable. 
This  explains  the  Sib.  slump  in  the 
reserves  since  June. 

The  reserve  figures  would  look 
even  worse  today  were  it  not  for  a 
bookkeeping  exercise  the  Treasury 
used  in  July  to  cover  part  of  that 
month’s  mammoth  drop  in  reserves. 
The  exercise  allowed  the  Treasury  to 
include  some  S350m.  of  foreign  resi- 
dent’s deposits  in  reserves  in  July  to 
“only”  $650m. 

If  not  for  the  manipulation  of 
figures  in  July,  the  reserves  would 
have  been  down  to  51.6b.  at  the  end 
of  October. 

Meanwhile,  the  Finance  Ministry 
announced  yesterday  that  it  had 
pumped  IS35.1b.  into  the  economy 
last  month,  which  it  said  was  only 
half  the  injection  that  had  previously 
been  expected. 

The  government  had  actually 
spent  IS42.7b.  more  than  it  had

Peres  to  convene  ‘economic  conference* 

Diaspora  leaders  pledge  greater  aid 


By  JUDY  SIEGEL 
Jerusalem  Post  Reporter  , 
Prime  Minister  Shimoo  Peres  will 
convene  in  Israel  at  “the  earliest 
possible  date"  a gathering  of  Di- 
aspora Jewish  leaders  aimed  at  help- 
ing this  country  acheive  economic 
independence.  A. declaration  to  this 
effect  was  signed  last  night  in  the 
Prime  Minister's  Office  by  Peres  and 
40  Diaspora  Jewish  fundraisers. 

The  Jewish  leaders  promised  to 
increase  their  investments  in  Israeli 
industry,  in  Israel  Bonds  and  their 
donations  to  the  fund-raising  cam- 
paigns. A task  force  will  be  estab- 
lished to  plan  and  execute  program- 


mes necessary  to  achieve  these 


. The  declaration  followed  Peres's 
call  to  Diaspora  Jewry  to  join  Israel 
in  partnership  to  establish  Israel's 
economic  independence  through  in- 
vestment in  high-technology  indus- 
try. 

Speaking  to  the  Jewish  Agency 
board  of  governors  in  Jerusalem, 
Peres  said  that  Israeli  citizens  have 
shown  a “serious  readiness"  to  sacri- 
fice to  reach  this  goal,  and  that 
Diaspora  Jewry,  closely  linked  with 
Israel,  should  also  participate. 

“You  can  do  better... you  have  to 
do  better,"  Peres  urged.  U.S.  Jewry, 


Gandhi’s  assassination  spurs  violence 

150  killed,  1,000  injured 
a s riots  sweep  India 


NEW  DELHI.  - A wave  of  anti-Sikh 
looting,  shooting  and  burning  swept 
across  India  yesterday  in  reprisal  for 
the  assassination  of  Prime  Minister 
Indira  Gandhi. 

The  Press  Trust  of  India  (PTI) 
news  agency  said  that  more  than  I5D 
persons  were  killed  and  about  1,000 
injured. 

Security  forces  were  ordered  last 
night  to  shoot  arsonists  and  looters 
on  sight  in  New  Delhi  and  the  central 
Madhya  Pradesh  state  town  of  In- 
dore, it  said. 

Gandi,  66,  was  killed  Wednesday 
by  two  Sikh  bodyguards.  An  indefi- 
nite curfew  was  clamped  on  the 
capital,  except  for  the  commercial 
centre. 

Curfews  were  also  imposed  on 


trouble  spots  in  23  other  cities  and 
towns.  The  authorities  in  several 
areas  banned  public  meetings  and 
processions. 

In  one  gruesome  incident,  villa- 
gers near  Gwalior  town  in  Madhya 
Pradesh  dragged  12  passengers  out 
of  a train  from  New  Delhi  and  club- 
bed them  to  death,  PTI  said. 

The  police  said  in  one  flareup  a 
Hindu  was  beheaded  by  sword- 
waving  Sikhs  and  a Sikh  was  burned 
to  death  by  a jeering  crowd. 

PTI  quoted  officials  as  saying  ab- 
out 2,000  vehicles  were  burnt  in  riots 
throughout  the  capital. 

The  news  agency  reported  that  at 
least  15  persons  were  killed  in  New 
Delhi,  where  army  helicopters  swept

XDB  purchase  of  Danot  investment  firm  seems  close

TEL  AVIV.  - The  Discount  group 
seemed  yesterday  to  be  cruising  to- 
wards success  in  their  negotiations 
with  the  Danot  investment  com- 
pany. While  informed  sources 
cautioned  that  hitches  were  still 
possible,  the  consensus  in  financial 
circles  was  that  Rafael  Recanati  and 
Eli  Cohen,  representing  the  IDB 
Bankholding  company,  and  Marc 
Mosevics.  representing  the  “found- 
ers group"  of  Danot.  would  very 
^oon  be  able  to  bring  the  negotia- 
tions to  a satisfactory  conclusion. 


In  the  background,  but  very  much 
in  the  picture,  is  the  Bank  of  Israel, 
whose  green  light  is  needed  for  any 
transaction  involving  10  per  cent  or 
more  of  the  control  of  a bankholding 
company.  Danot’s  51  per  cent  con- 
trol of  the  FIB  I Bankholdmg  com- 
pany, parent  of  the  First  Internation- 
al Bank,  puts  it  in  this  category. 

“The  fate  of  Danot  as  such  is  not 
my  concern,"  examiner  of  Banks 
Galia  Maor  told  The  Jerusalem  Post 
yesterday , “Only  the  fete  of  the  First 
International  Bank  is.  The  Bank 
of  Israel  will  insist  that  the  bank  has 


strong  and  stable  ownership,"  she 
said. 

Maor  was  not  prepared  to  confirm 
the  reports  concerning  the  negotia- 
tions with  IDB  (they  were  officially 
reported  to  the  stock  exchange  later 
in  the  day).  But  both  she  and  other 
central  bank  officials  indicated  that 
they  were,  in  effect,  tired  of  the 
apparently  endless  saga  of  the  own- 
ership of  First  International,  which 
has  changed  hands  several  times  in 
the  last  few  years. 

Because  of  this,  and  in  the  context 
of  the  economic  situation  - which 
renders  unlikely  the  possibility  that 


foreign  investors  will  seek  to  buy 
Danot  - the  central  bank  seems 
ready  to  back  down  on  its  previous 
objections  to  a purchase  by  one  of 
the  “big  three”  Israeli  banks. 

In  practice,  it  is  difficult  to  see  who 
else  could  step  in.  Of  the  three,  IDB 
is  the  most  logical,  because  it  already 
has  a large  stake  in  First  Internation- 
al, and  because  it  is,  in  fact,  much 
smaller  than  the  other  two.  By  ex- 
tension, neither  Leumi  nor 
Hapoalim  will  find  as  much  to  object 
to  in  an  IDB  takeover  as  they  would 
if  one  of  them  did  so.

petition. 

The  Tourism  Ministry  has  tried, 
with  limited  success,  to  control 
prices.  In  addition  to  setting  ceiling 
prices  for  drinks  in  hotel  lobbies,  it 
has  tried  to  convince  restaurants  to 
offer  a set  tourist  meal,  such  as  those 
offered  in  most  tourist  countries. 

But  despite  the  fact  that  the  minis- 
try has  made  the  display  of  such  a 
menu  a requirement  for  restaurants 
eager  to  receive  a certificate  indicat- 
ing they  are  recommended  to  tour- 
ists by  the  ministry,  the  regulation  is 
almost  always  ignored.

Israel  would  like  the  coming  milit- 
ary talks  with  Lebanon  to  be  held  at 
the  high  rank  of  aluf  t major- 
general).  But  Prime  Minister  Shi- 
mon Peres  and  Defence  Minister 
Yitzhak  Rabin  made  it  clear  yester- 
day. in  meetings  with  senior  U.S. 
diplomat  Richard  Murphy,  that 
Israel's  main  concern  is  not  rank  or 
other  formalities  - but  rather  the 
substance  of  the  talks. 

Murphy  told  newsmen  he  was  de- 
lighted “at  the  news  that  the  UN  had 
issued  invitations  for  the  military 
talks,  to  open  on  Monday  at  LJnifil 
headquarters  in  Nakura.” 

The  stan  of  these  talks  had  been 
delayed  by  a procedural  argument 
between  Israel  and  Lebanon  over 
whether  the  talks  would  be  consi- 
dered as  sessions  of  the  defunct 
mixed  Armistice  Commission. 

Israeli  policymakers  plainly 
shared  Murphy's  gratification  - 
though  in  the  Foreign  Ministry  there 
was  still  some  wariness  over  how  the 
UN  would  manage  the  talks.  The 
Israeli  policymakers  saw  Lebanon's 
consent  to  attend  the  talks  - and 
Syria's  consent  to  that  consent  - as 
possible  portents  of  Damascus's  ulti- 
mate readiness  to  conclude,  through 
indirect  negotiations,  a v.iihdrawal- 
and-securitv  accord.

UN  chief  urges

UNITED  NATIONS  (AP).  - In  his

The  official  request  to  appoint 
Ne'eman  and  Salomon  was  made  to 
the  court  by  a representative  of  Bank 
Leumi.  Ata's  main  creditor,  with  the 
approval  of  Ata's  board  of  directors. 

The  representative,  advocate  Ben- 
yanrin  Levenbock,  said  that  Ata.

rejection  of  Ne'eman  was  only  a 
technical  problem  and  that  it  was 
possible  to  appoint  a second  person, 
even  if  he  does  not  appear  on  the  list, 
provided  that  he  has  the  approval  of 
the  receiver  general.  The  final  deci- 
sion, however,  rests  with  the  court. 

The  main  question  now  is  whether 
the  receiver  will  play  an  active  role  in 
trying  to  rehabilitate  the  textile  con- 
cern and  put  it  back  on  its  feet,  or 
decide  that  the  company  does  not 
have  a future. 

These  were  some  of  the  points 
raised  by  members  of  the  Knesset 
Labour  and  Social  Affairs  Commit- 
tee who  met  with  workers  and  Ata’s 
chairman  Asher  Levy  at  the  firm's 
Kiryat  Ata  plant  yesterday. 

Knesset  Member  Meir  Wilner 
stressed  that  a receiver  was  answer- 
able only  to  the  court  and  could,  if  he 
so  wished,  decide  to  close  the  factory 
at  any  time. 

He  emphasized  that  the  govern- 
ment bad  not  given  any  guarantee 
that  Ata  would  not  be  closed. 
According  to  the  cabinet's  recom- 
mendations, the  receiver  would  try 
to  run  the  company  for  two  months, 
during  which  it  is  hoped  a buyer  will 
be  found. 


Committee  chairman  Ora  Namir 
vowed  that  her  committee  would 
stand  by  Ata's  employees  and  would 
not  allow  any  workers  to  be  thrown 
out  onto  the  streets. 

But  she,  too,  warned  that  even  the 
least  painful  of  the  alternatives  put 
forward  by  the  Industry  and  Trade 
Ministry's  inquiry  team  would  in- 
volve dismissals. 

The  Post-  learned  yesterday  that 
the  alternatives  contained  in  the  re- 
port are:  to  close  the  fabric- 
production  plant  and  retain  only  the 
Ata  retail  shops  and  sewing  work- 
shops (a  move  that  would  result  in

Lots  of  Israelis  in  casino, 
contractor  Ganish  tells  court 


TEL  AVIV  (Itim).  - Building  con- 
f jractor  Shalom  Ganish.  who  is 
charged  with  bribing  a bank  mana- 
ger and  smuggling  millions  of  dollars 
out  of  the  country,  yesterday  told  the 
Tel  Aviv  District  Court  that  he 
wasn't  the  only  Israeli  who  could  be 
found  gambling  heavily  in  the  casino 
in  Monte  Carlo  in  recent  years. 

■ “There  was  a whole  group  of 
veteran  gamblers  who  played  cards 
together  in  Israel  in  1978  whose  trips 
to  MoDte  Carlo  were  paid  for  by  the 
casino,"  Ganish,  40,  of  Hcrzliya, 
responded  during  his  cross- 
examination. 

Ganish  is  charged  with  bribing  the 
manager  of  the  Discount  Bank’s 
Kirya  branch,  Aharon  Levy  (who 
£ died  several  months  ago),  to  make  it 
easier  for  Ganish  to  run  millions  of 
dollars  and  other  foreign  currency 
through  a Patach  (foreign  resident’s 
account)  at  the  bank.  The  prosecu- 


tion contends  that  most  of  the  money 
was  used  for  gambling  abroad. 

According  to  the  charge  sheet. 
Ganish  opened  a Patah  account  in 
1979  at  the  Kirya  branch  in  the  name 
of  “straw  man"  Meyer  Cliff,  who 
lives  in  Germany.  In  return  for  re- 
novating a flat  owned  by  Levy  in  Tel 
Aviv,  the  bank  manager  facilitated 
transactions  involving  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  through  the 
Patah  account,  and  extended  to 
Ganish  a 5200,000  line  of  credit 
without  adequate  collateral. 

Among  the  various  people  who 
deposited  money  into  the  account 
was  former  Knesset  member  Shmuel 
FI atto-S baron,  who  recently  finished 
serving  a three-month  sentence  for 
election  bribery.  When  shown  12 
checks  totalling  5308,000  and  signed 
by  Flatto-Sharon,  Ganish  told  the 
court  he  didn't  know  who  had  depo- 
sited them  in  the  account. 

The  trial  will  continue . 


Soviet  emigration  hits  record  low

- An  Israel  Defence 
Forces  military  tribunal  yesterday 
convicted  two  Lebanese  Arab  ter- 
rorists accused  of  shooting  at  Israeli 
pedestrians  during  an  unprovoked 
rampage  last  April  2 in  downtown 
Jerusalem. 

■Hie  defendants,  Arajid  Rabeya 
end  WaSk  Salha.  both  21,  had  en- 
tered Israel  with  two  other  terrorists 
belonging  to  the  Democratic  Front 
for  the  Liberation  of  Palestine, 
through  the  Lebanon  border  cros- 
sing. 

They  planned  to  raid  the  Tourism 
Ministry  in  Jerusalem  for  hostages. 
Bur-  an  argument  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  terror  unit  reduced  its 
number  to  three  and.  instead  of 


sticking  to  the  original  plan,  the  unit 
opened  fire  and  lobbed  grenades  at 
passers-by  in  King  George  St. 

One  Israeli  was  killed  and  58  were 
injured.  The  commander  of  the  ter- 
ror unit  was  shot  dead  by  an  Israeli 
civilian. 

Salha  was  also  found  guilty  of 
several  unsuccessful  booby-trap 
attempts  on  Israeli  soldiers  in  Leba- 
non during  1982-83. 

The  military  court,  consisting  of 
three  senior  Israel  Defence  Forces 
officers,  rejected  a plea  by  defence 
council  to  grant  the  two  Lebanese 
prisoner  of  war  status. 

Sentence  will  be  handed  down  at  a 
later  date.

Black-market  raids  don’t 
signal  tougher  policy

Arrests  in  the  Haifa  black  market 
and  a visit  by  the  police  to  the  Rehov 
Lilienblum  market  in  Tel  Aviv 
yesterday  are  not  harbingers  of  a 
new  policy  on  illegal  trading  in  fore- 
ign currencies. 

Both  incidents  were  local,  with  the 
Haifa  police  culminating  a long  in- 
vestigation into  a “private  bask"  in 
the  port  city,  and  the  Tel  Aviv  police 
deciding  that  the  crowds  that  have 
been  gathering  in  the  Lflienblnm 
area  are  becoming  a public  nuisance. 

However,  the  police  are  still  at 
work,  under  the  direction  of  Fraud 
Squad  chief  Tat-Nitzuv  Bin  yam  in 
Siegel,  trying  to  put  damps  on  the 
main  arteries  of  illegal  foreign- 
currency  flow  in  and  out  of  the 
country. 

What  they  are  not  ready  to  do,  say 
high-ranking  police  sources,  is  to 
divert  much  manpower  to  what 
would  “essentially  be  a cosmetic 
change"  in  the  appearance  of  the 
black  market. 

Police  Minister  Haim  Bar-Lev  has 
already  laid  down  the  policy  basical- 
ly reiterating  the  long-standing  atti- 
tude of  the  police  that  there  is  not 
much  that  can  be  done  about  the 
nickel-and-dime  variety  of  black- 
marketeering  in  currency,  but  a lot 
that  can  be  done  about  the  main 
arteries. 

Police  sources  agreed  yesterday’ 


with  the  assessment  of  a black  mar- 
keteer interviewed  on  Israel  Radio 
as  police  fried  clearing  the  streets  in 
and  around  Lilienblum. 

“If  you*  take  the  black  market  off 
the  street,  the  only  thing  that  will 
happen  is  that  the  price  of  the  dollar 
will  go  up  even  more  in  relationship 
to  the  bank  rate."  said  the  foreign- 
currency  dealer. 

Meanwhile,  in  Jerusalem,  the 
need  for  a black  market  such  as  the 
one  in  Tel  Aviv  is  almost  non- 
existent. While  there  is  some  street- 
corner  bargaining  in  Me'a  Sbe’arim, 
in  East  Jerusalem  legal  private 
money  changers  can  buy  and  sell 
dollars  or  any  other  foreign  currency 
in  cash. 

At  the  start  of  each  month  busi- 
ness booms  along  Sal  ah  e-Din  Street 
in  East  Jerusalem,  as  money  chan- 
gers use  dollars  to  buy  stacks  of 
shekels  drawn  from  Israeli  salary 
accounts.  But  the  East  Jerusalemites 
pay  less  for  dollars  than  do  the 
nhenblumers,  by  a difference  of  up 
to  about  10  per  cent  of  the  difference 
in  rates  between  the  bank  and  the 
black  market. 

But  even  the  Jerusalem  police 
occasionally  bust  a “private  bank.” 
Last  winter,  they  raided  a Me’a 
Sbe’arim  bank  where  money  chang- 
ing in  more  than  a dozen  currencies 
was  taking  place.  Police  sources  say 
■ they  won't  be  surprised  jf  they  dis- 
cover similar  markets  this  winter.  ' 


Ya’acobi:  Prepare  now  for  irtjst-backage  period

TEL  AVIV.  - Minister  of  Econo- 
mics and  Planning  Gad  Ya’acobi, 
convinced  that  a package  deal  on 
wages  and  prices  will  be  made  soon, 
says  he  is  already  drawing  up  plans  to 
handle  the  “post-package-deal 
period.” 

Ya’acobi,  who  was  speaking  at  a 
luncheon  yesterday  given  by  the 
Israel-U.S.  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
said  that  “when  the  thaw  comes  in 
the  freeze,  or  near-freeze,  of  taxes, 
wages,  and  prices,  we  will  face  either 
a roaring  volcano  in  all  sectors  or  a 
smooth  transition  to  an  economy  on 
the  road  to  recovery." 

To  achieve  the  latter,  a “watch- 


dog" team  should  be  set  up  im- 
mediately to  supervise  the  package 
deal,  to  prevent  it  from  deviating 
from  its  agreed  framework,  Ya'aco- 
bi  said.  This  team,  or  another, 
should  meanwhile  be  drawing  up 
plans  to  handle  the  post-package- 
deal  situation.  Ya'acobi  said  the 
package  deal  would  be  in  effect  for 
about  three  or  four  months. 

Turning  to  the  country's  debt  bur- 
den, he  said  that  the  government 
“has  no  intention  of  asking  for  a 
moratorium  from  the  American  gov- 
ernment or  anyone  else.  It  is  our 
intention  to  pay  everything,  both  the 
principal  and  the  interest  on  time, 
now  and  in  the  future." 


Protesters  lash  Technion’s  ‘nnmerus  clausus’

HAIFA.  - Some  20  members  of  the 
local  Committee  against  Racism  and 
the  Mapam  Young  Guard  demons- 
trated outside  the  Technion  yester- 
day morning  against  the  school’s 
recent  decision  to  give  ex- 
servicemen  applying  for  admission 
academic  credits  for  .the  time  they 
lost  during  military  service. 

The  protesters  contend  that  the 
decision  discriminates  against  Arab 
students  who  are  not  conscripted. 
One  of  the  placards  hit  out  against 
what  it  referred  to  as  a “numerus 
claosus.” 

The  Technion's  senate  decided  to 
allow  ex-servicemen  two  credit 


points  for  each  year  of  service,  to  a 
maximum  of  six  points , when  they  sit 
for  the  stiff  entrance  examinations. 
The  reasoning  behind  the  decision  is 
that  three  or  more  years  of  military 
service  places  the  applicants  at  a 
disadvantage  compared  to  candi- 
dates who  do  not  do  the  customary 
national  service. 

The  senate  is  due  to  review  its 
decision  on  Sunday. 

Of  the  Technion’s  6.000  under- 
graduates. about  300  are  Arabs  and 
Druse.  The  Druse,  who  are  con- 
scripted, would  also  benefit  from  the 
new  regulation.  Jewish  men  and 
women  who  are  exempted  from 
military  service  would  not.

Haifa  police  round  up 
illegal  money  changers

The  black-market  trade  in  foreign 
currency  in  Haifa  took  a pounding 
yesterday  when  the  police  rounded 
up  money  changers, 

In  Tel  Aviv,  the  police  again 
broke  up  crowds  of  people  engaged 
in  illegal  currency  trading  next  to  the 
central  post  office  in  Allenby  Street, 
following  complaints  from  post- 
office  workers  that  the  crowds  were 
interfering  with  normal  work. 

The  police  told  the  illegal  traders 
to  leave  the  area  but  took  no  further 
steps  against  them,  following  a poli- 
cy of  not  interfering  with  the  black 
market  unless  it  upsets  public  order. 

In  the  Haifa  raids,  21  people  were 
detained,  and  cash  totalling  tens  of 
thousands  of  dollars  was  seized. 
Eighteen  of  those  arrested  were  re- 
leased after  questioning. 

The  police  raids  were  mainly  in 
the  downtown  Rehov  Ha'atzmaut 
and  Rehov  Habankim  areas. 
Detectives  also  swooped  on  black- 


marketeers  in  Hehalutz  and  Hane- 
vi’im  Streets  in  the  Hadar  Hacarmel 
neighbourhood.  Dozens  of  police- 
men were  involved  in  the  operation, 
which  lasted  more  than  four  hours. 

The  money  seized  included 
Rumanian  currency,  Swiss  francs, 
German  marks,  English  sterling, 
Austrian  schillings  and  Jordanian 
and  Egyptian  currency,  as  well  as 
U.S.  dollars. 

■nris  was  not  the  first  time  that  the 
Haifa  police  had  acted  against  the 
black  market  in  foreign  currency. 
About  a month  ago  there  was  a raid 
on  money  changers  operating 
Ha'atzmaut  and  Sarah  Streets  down- 
town. 

Yesterday's  raid  was  seen  as  an 
effort  by  the  Haifa  police  to  frighten 
the  money  changers. 

The  Haifa  police  declared  yester- 
day that  they  will  continue  to  mount 
such  operations  in  a continuing 
dampdown  against  the  black  market 
in  foreign  money. 


Petrol  bomb  thrown  at  shop 
of  Bethlehem  Mayor  Freij

Two  petrol  bombs  were  thrown  at 
two  shops  in  Bethlehem’s  Manger 
Square  last  night  - in  dud  rag  a store 
owned  by  the  town’s  mayor,  Elias 
Friej,  military  sources  reported. 

No  damage  was  caused  and  it  had 
not  been  established  last  night  who 
hurled  the  bombs  at  the  building, 
which  faces  the  local  police  station 
and  abuts  the  mayor's  office. 

Just  south  of  Bethlehem,  Jews 
from  Kiryat  Arba  removed  a cara- 
van they  had  parked  opposite  the 
Dehaishe  refugee  camp,  where  one 
of  their  leaders.  Rabbi  Moshe  Levin- 
ger,  has  been  holding  a protest  vigjl 
for  the  past  three  days. 

Levinger  said  yesterday  that  be 
intended  to  establish  a settlement  on 
the  rocky  wasteland  opposite  the 
camp,  from  which  local  youths  reg- 
ularly hurl  rocks  at  passing  Israeli 
traffic.  It  was  such  an  attack  on 
Monday  this  week  that  prompted 


Levinger ’s  protest. 

Yesterday  his  supporters  brought 
him  a caravan  ostensibly  to  protect 
the  rabbi  from  the  elements.

The  windscreen  of  an  Israeli  vehi- 
cle was  smashed  by  a rock  hurled  as 
it  passed  through  the  university  vil- 
lage of  Bir  Zeit.  Other  stone- 
throwing incidents  were  also  re- 
ported in  the  vicinity  and  several 
arrests  were  made. 

The  Jerusalem  police  have  been 
alerted  to  the  possibility  of  violence 
in  the  Old  City  today,  which  might 
follow  the  traditional  Friday  sermon 
by  the  imams  in  the  mosques  on  the 
Temple  Mount.

Medical  team  fights  girl’s  rare  disease 


BEERSHEBA  (Itim).  - A 10- 
person  medical  team  at  Soroka  Hos- 
pital here  is  fighting  a round-the- 
clock  battle  to  save  the  life  of  a 
five-year-old  girl  suffering  from  a 
raifc  complication  of  dysentery. 

Several  days  ago.  the  girt,  suffer- 
ing from  high  fever  and  frequent 
vomiting,  was  brought  to  Soroka 
emergency  ward  by  her  parents,  and 
was  diagnosed  as  suffering  from 
dysentery.  She  apparenly  caught  the 


disease  from  polluted  water  or  food 
she  drank  or  ate  during  a vacation  in 
Eilat,  from  which  she  had  just  re- 
turned. 

The  girl  was  given  liquids  -in- 
traveneously  and  drugs  to  bring 
down  her  fever.  But  while  still  in  the 
emergency  room  her  condition  de- 
generated, she  lost  consciousness 
and  stopped  breathing. 

Sbe  was  given  artificial  resuscita- 
tion and  transferred  to  the  pediatric 


intensive-care  ward,  where  she  was 
attached  to  a respirator.  But  the 
doctors  failed  to  revive  her  brain  and 
her  condition  remains  serious.  ^ 

The  young  girl’s,  doctors  believe 
she  is  suffering  frqm  rare,  case. of 
damage  to  brain  tissues  from  toxins 
released  by  the  dystenery  bacteria. 
Only  a few  similar  cases  have  been 
reported  in  the  international  medical 
literature.

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Soviets  link  CIA 
to  Gandhi’s  slaying

MOSCOW.  - The  Soviet  press 
yesterday  hinted  that  the  U.S.  Cen- 
tral Intelligence  Agency  may  have 
been  involved  in  the  assassination  of 
Indian  Prime  Minister  Indira  Gan- 
dhi. 

Reports  from  Radio  Moscow,  in 
newspapers  and  from  the  official 
news  agency  Tass  condemned  the 
assassination  of  Gandhi  and  blamed 
it  on  “India's  opponents  abroad." 
The  press  also  published  reports  ab- 
out the  CIA's  alleged  involvement 
with  Sikh  separatists  who  advocate 
independence  for  the  Punjab  state  in 
northwestern!  India. 

The  suggestion  that  the  CIA  may 
bave  been  involved  in  the  slaying 
also  was  part  of  a widespread  effort 
by  the  Soviet  press  to  portray  U.S. 
foreign  policy  as  one  of  “state  terror- 
ism" against  nations  that  do  not 
share  its  policies. 

None  of  the  Soviet  reports  directly 
accused  the  CIA  of  engineering 
Gandhi's  assassination. 

But  the  most  strongly  worded  sug- 
gestion linking  the  CIA  to  the 
slaying  came  from  government- 
controlled  Radio  Moscow  in  its 
English-language  news  reports. 

‘The  U.S.  administration  has  ele- 
vated terrorism  to  the  rank  of  an 
official  policy  with  regard  to  a num- 
ber of  sovereign  countries,”  the 
broadcast  said. 

“The  publication  of  a CIA- 
prepared  manual  on  terrorism 
makes  it  clear  Washington  is  deter- 
mined to  get  the  government  of 
Nicaragua  toppled,  stopping  not 
even  at  political  assassinations. 

“We  wish  also  to  call  attention  to 
the  escalation  of  CIA  subversive 
activities  against  India.  All  these 
actions  are  integrated  m the  main- 
stream of  U.S.  policies  aimed  at 
destabilizing  and  overthrowing  gov- 
ernments deemed  unacceptable  to 
Washington,"  the  report  said. 

Soviet  President  Konstantin  Cher- 
nenko visited  the  Indian  Embassy  in 
Moscow  yesterday  to  express  his 
condolences.  Tass  reported.  It  said 
be  was  accompanied  by  Foreign 
Minister  Andrei  Gromyko  and  polit- 
buro  member  Mikhail  Solomentsev.

Western  diplomats  said  China  was 
sending  a sufficiently  high-level  de- 
legation to  fulfil  its  obligations  with- 
out taking  the  opportunity  to  open  a 
new  phase  in  relations  with  New 
Delhi. 

In  Vatican  City,  Pope  John  Paul 
prayed  for  victims  of  violence 
throughout  the  world,  referring  to 
the  killings  of  Gandhi  and  Polish 
priest  Jerzy  Popieluszko  and  to  the 
deaths  of  demonstrators  in  Chile. 

There  was  no  immediate  word  on 
who  would  represent  India's 
estranged  neighbour,  Pakistan,  but 
diplomats  in  Islamabad  believed 
President  Mohammed  Zia  ul-Haq 
would  go  to  New  Delhi. 

Zia  yesterday  offered  India’s  new 
prime  minister  Rajiv  Gandhi  his  full 
support  in  efforts  to  improve  the 
brittle  relations  between  the  two 
countries. 

Senior  officials  in  Islamabad  said 
Zia  had  launched  a peace  offensive 
in  the  hope  that  India's  new  leader 
would  be  less  hostile  towards  Pakis- 
tan than  his  mother.

Hundreds  of  thousands  filed  past 
the  body  of  the  slain  leader,  cut 
down  Wednesday  by  Sikh  assassins' 
bullets.  Streets  were  jammed  and 
lines  extended  almost  two 
kilometres  from  Teen  Murti,  tbe 
official  residence  of  her  father, 
Jawaharal  Nehru.  India's  first  prime 


minister.  It  was  the  bouse  where  she 
grew  up. 

The  66-year-old  stateswoman  was 
draped  in  the  green,  white  and 
orange  Indian  Sag.  only  ber  face 
visible  above  a fragrant  blanket  of 
floweis.  . 

Inside,  her  son.  Rajiv,  Gandhi, 
sworn  in  as  prime  minister  just  hours 
after  his  mother’s  death,  stood  quiet- 
ly beside  die  bier,  himself  a target  of 
assassination  threats. 

“Long  life  Indira  Gandhi,"  the 
crowds  shouted.  “Indira  Gandhi  is 
immortal."

Some  beat 
themselves  in  anguish  and  collapsed 
as  they  mourned  the  woman  who 
had  dominated  Indian  politics  for  15 
of  the  last  IS  years.

Reagan:  Ferraro  was  picked 
only  because  she’s  female 


WASHINGTON.  - President 
Ronald  Reagan  launched  hds  final 
drive  for  re-election  yesterday  amid 
a row  over  his  suggestion  that  the 
Democrats  chose  Geraldine  Ferraro 
as  their  vice-presidential  candidate 
only  because  of  her  sex. 

After  a two-day  break.  Reagan 
planned  a 10-state  campaign  tom- 
ending  in  his  home  state  of  Califor- 
nia just  before  next  Tuesday’s  elec- 
tion. 

Reagan  sparked  the  row  by  telling 
newspaper  editors  that  the  selection 
of  a vice-presidential  candidate 
“must  be  based  not  just  purely  on 
the  sex  of  the  candidate  but  must  be 
based  also  on  the  qualifications  of 
the  candidate.” 

Ferraro  immediately  challenged 
Reagan  to  a nationally  televised  de- 
bate to  remove  “any  doubts  about 
my  substance"  which  Reagan  might 
have. 


In  the  last  days  before  the  elec- 
tion, she  has  even  played  up  her  sex, 
stressing  her  historic  status  as  the 
first  female  vice-presidential  candi- 
date for  a major  party  in  an  attempt 
to  attract  women  voters. 

Mondale  said  he  selected  Ferraro 
for  her  ability  and  said  she  was  far 
better  prepared  for  her  position  than 
Reagan  was  when  be  was  elected 
president. 

“The  president  and  this  adminis- 
tration, on  the  issue  of  justice  and 
respect  for  women,  is  absolutely 
hopeless,"  Mondale  said. 

Mondale,  stumping  through  Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee  and  Alabama, 
continued  to  predict  a victory  de- 
spite polls  pointing  toward  a 
Reagan  landslide. 

However,  Mondale  aides  said 
their  private  pells  show  the  Demo- 
cratic nominee  16  to  18  percentage 
points  behind  Reagan.  (Reuter,  AP) 


BOSTON  ( AP).  - About  30  per  cent 
of  all  heart-attack  victims  do  not 
realize  they  have  suffered  one.  But 
these  quiet  seizures  are  just  as  likely 
as  painful  ones  to  foreshadow  se- 
rious health  problems,  a new  study 
concludes. 

“I  think  we  finally  convinced 
physicians  some  years  ago  that  an 
actual  heart  attack  could  escape  de- 
tection.” said  Dr." William  B^Kanoei 
of  Boston  University  School  of 
Medicine.-  “We  .now  hare  evidence 
that  it’s  even  more  common  than  we 
originally  thought  it  to  be." 

Results  of  the  long-running  Fra- 
mingham Heart  Study,  analyzed  by 
Kannel  and  Dr.  Robert  D-  Abbott, 
showed  that  more  than  a quarter  of 
heart  attacks  in  men  participants  and 
about  a third  in  women  participants 
were  not  recognized  when  they 
occurred. 

The  seizures  showed  up  later  on 
routine  electrocardiogram  tests.  Ab- 
out half  of  the  victims  could  not 
remember  suffering  pain  at  all.  The 
rest  had  been  diagnosed  by  their  own 
doctors  as  having  ulcers,  gallstones, 
hiatus  hernia  or  some  other  non- 
cardiac problem,  but  at  least  some  of 


those  symptoms  might  have  been 
caused  by  heart  attacks. 

The  report,  published  in  yester- 
day’s New  England  Journal  of  Medi- 
cine said  the  outlook  for  many  of 
these  survivors  is  “rather  bleak." 
After  10  years,  45  pex  cent  of  the 
patients  with  unrecognized  heart 
attacks  were  dead,  compared  with  39 
per  cent  of  those  whose  attacks  were 
diagnosed  and  treated  at  the  . time: 

- In  another  Tepditin  tbe  publicar- 
tion,  a team  of  doctors  say  they  have 
been  able  to  stop  - and  sometimes 
reverse  - the  growth  of  tumours  in 
certain  terminally  ill  cancer  patients 
using  tbe  anti-virus  drug  interferon. 

They  said  the  drug  produced 
dramatic  results  in  many  patients 
suffering  from  low  and  intermediate 
grades  of  non-Hodgkin's  lymphoma, 
a group  of  cancers  that  affect  the 
lymph  nodes,  spleen,  bone  marrow 
and  thymus.  It  was  far  less  effective 
in  sufferers  of  the  most  serious  forms 
of  tbe  disease. 

Doctors  believe  interferon,  which 
has  been  tested  for  about  five  years, 
is  effective  against  cancer  because  it 
strengthens  die  body's  immune  sys- 
tem. 


Grandmother  to  wear  pink  PJs 
to  her  execution  for  murder 


RALEIGH,  North  Carolina  (Reu- 
ter). - Velma  Barfield  has  chosen  a 
pair  of  grandmotherly  cotton  pink 
pyjamas  to  wear  to  her  execution  for 
murder  this  morning. 

The  plump.  52-year-old  convicted 
poisoner  is  due  to  become  the  first 
woman  to  be  executed  in  tbe  U.S.  in 
22  years  at  2 a.m.  (9  a.m.  Israeli 
time). 

Barfield's  lawyer,  James  Little, 
said  she  had  asked  to  die  in  her  own 
comfortable  clothes  by  lethal  injec- 


tion, if  her  final  appeals  for  clemency 
fell. 

Little  failed  earlier  in  the  week  to 
win  a stay  of  execution  from  foe 
highest  court  in  North  Carolina  and 
was  pressing  pleas  for  mercy  through 
the  U.S.  Federal  Court  system. 

Barfield,  a mother  and  grand- 
mother, was  convicted  six  years  ago 
of  killing  her  fiance  by  poisoning  his 
beer  and  iced  tea  with  arsenic.  She 
also  confessed  to  killing  two  elderly 
people  and  her  own  mother. 

She  says  she  is  now  a changed 
person,  a “born-again"  Christian 
who  wants  to  spend  her  days  conn- 
selling  other  prisoners.  She  says 
addiction  to  medical  drugs  drove  her 
to  murder. 

One  of  nine  children  who  first 
married  at  17.  Barfield  has  been 
portrayed  as  a kindly  and  religions 
grandmother  in  magazine  articles 
and  on  television  since  being  sent- 
enced in  1978.

Candy-poisoners

- In  their  first  move 
in  10  days,  extortionists  who  have 
planted  poisoned  candy  on  store 
shelves  sent  letters  to  Japanese 
newspapers  mocking  foe  police  for 
falling  to  catch  them  for  seven 
months,  the  newspapers  reported 
yesterday. 

The  letters,  typewritten  in. 
Japanese,  said:  “The  man  in  foe 
videotape  that  was  made  public  was 
net  one  of  os.  We  won't  plant 
cyanide-laced  candies  in  stores  that 
policemen  are  guarding.  It's  a game 
of  perse  v ere  nee." 

The  letters  were  delivered  yester- 
day to  the  offices  of  the  nationally 
rircnlatcd  newspapers  Asahi  Shim- 
bun  and  Sanhd  Shimbun  in  Osaka, 
western  Japan,  nearly  a month  after 
the  group  left  at  least  14  packages  of 
poisoned  Mormagaand  Co.  candy  in  - 
store  racks,  all  marked  with  a 
“poison'*  warning  labeL 

“If  the  police  would  stop  the  in- 
vestigation, we  would  stop  scattering 
cyanide.  Isn’t  that  a good  deal?'’  the 
group  asked  in  its  latest  letter. 

It  was  the  ninth  time  the  group  had 
sent  such  taunting  tetters  to  news 
organizations. 

The  videotape  mentioned  in  the 
tetter  showed  a man  in  a baseball  hat 
and  spectacles  in  a supermarket 
where  poisoned  candy  was  found 
soon  after  he  was  filmed  by  tbe 
store’s  security  cameras.  Hie  man 
remains  unidentified. 


New  W.  German 
rifle  unveiled  ^ 

■ “-rr*  -v  rf-,  r*v: 

KOBLENZ,  WeSbGeimaay  (AP*- 
The  German  Federal  Republic 
(GFR)  has  developed  a combat  rifle 
described  as  lighter,  shorter  and 
more  accurate  than  current  Nafo 
infantry  weapons.  Its  secret  is  a new 
type  of  ammunition. 

A GFR  military  spokesman  in 
Koblenz  said  the  new  Gil  rifle  is 
“eventually  foreseen”  for  use  by 
Nato  troops  once  testing  is  com- 
pleted. 

The  spokesman  said  that  soldiers 
might  be  carrying  the  weapon  before 
1990. 

Unlike  conventional  shells  with 
casings  that  are  ejected  from  a rifle 
after  a round  is  fired,  cartridges  fired 
from  the  Gil  don’t  have  casngs, 
according  to  the  weapon’s  manufac- 
turers, Heckler  and  Koch. 

Each  4.7  millimetre  cartridge  is 
attached  to  a block  of  crystalline  that 
is  ignited  by  a mechanical  fixing  pin 
and  propels  the  bullet  from  the  rifle. 

Tbe  compressed  propellant  disin- 
tegrates in  the  chamber,  leaving  no 
residue  to  be  ejected.  The  ammuni- 
tion was  developed  by  the  Dynamit 
Nobel  company  of  the  GFR. 


Defector  objected 
to  Soviet  policies 

STOCKHOLM  (Reuter).  - A 
Soviet  scientist  who  asked  for  poli- 
tical asylum  in  Sweden  this  month 
said  in  a television  interview  that  he 
defected  because  of  moral  objec- 
tions to  Soviet  foreign  and  domestic 
policies. 

Andrei  Volosov,  a 38-year-old 
quantum  chemist,  said  he  had  been 
planning  his  defection  for  five  years. 
He  arrived  in  Sweden  from  Lening- 
rad on  October  13  with  a Soviet  tour 
group  and  immediately  reported  to 
the  Swedish  police.

Frus- 
trated by  the  lack  of  progress  in  the 
political  resolution  of  this  aspect  of 
the  Middle  East  conflict,  Shultz 
looked  around  for  opportunities  in 
some  other  field. 

I1  As  a freemarket  economist  and 
Ijcstaessman,  he  quite  naturally  hit 
oq  economic  development  as  a 
method  of  fostering  political  prag- 
matism and  moderation.  But  by 
addressing  aspects  of  the  “quality  of 
fife,’*  he.  was  not  only  referring  to 
economic  development:  he  was  as 
interested  in  academic  freedom  and 
ih'tfae  nebulous  and  varied  relations 
between  the  Israeli  administration 
-and  the  Palestinian  population. 

-'for  a long  time  before  Shultz  took 
an’ interest  in  the  subject,  American 
diplomats  and  officials  of  the  various 
voluntary  organizations  active  in  the 
area  were  expressing  concern  about 
the  deteriorating  quality  of  the 
Israeli  administration  and  the  mind- 
less and  what  often  appeared  to  be 
perniciously  inefficient  and  un- 
pleasant bureaucracy  which  controls 
nearly  every  aspect  of  life  in  the 
territories. 

There  were  regular  complaints  ab- 
out what,  to  an  outsider,  would 
appear  to  be  almost  petty  incidents: 
uncouth  soldiers  manning  road- 
blocks; minor  abuses  of  detainees 
i awaiting  questioning  at  a military 
4 government  headquarters  and  the 
hardly  subtle  attempts  at  applying 
pressure  to  “cooperate”  with  the 
authorities. 

“Economic  development  and 
well-being”  and  '"minimal  interfer- 
ence in  the  lives  of  the  population” 
were  all  policies  and  slogans  adopted 
by  the  various  Israeli  administra- 
tions since  Moshe  Dayan  as  defence 
minister  took  such  an  intense  per- 
sonal interest  in  the  territories  cap- 
tured in  1967.  The  same  would  be 
true  of  most  colonial  administra- 
tions. 

The  fact  is,  however,  that  in  the  17 
years  of  the  Israeli  occupation,  eco- 
nomic development,  rapid  and 
dramatic  at  first,  has  now  come  to 
an  tittle  more  substantia]  than  the 
:onspicuous  consumption  of 
nouveau  riche  merchants.  “Minimal 
interference”  has  long  been  forgot- 
ten: -under  former-defence  m mister 
Ariel  Sharon  and  tus  civil  adminis- 
trator in  Judea  and  Samaria,  Prof-. 
Mena  hem  Milson.  even  the  elected 
Arab  mayors  of  four  of  the  largest 
West  Bank  towns  were  replaced  by 
Israeli  army  officers. 

INDEPENDENTLY  of  Shultz's  call 
last  summer,  a group  of  prominent 
American  Arab  and  Jewish 
businessmen  began  to  toy  with  the 
idea  of  promoting  private  and  civil 
development  projects  in  the  area. 
How  this  club  started  is  still  not 
dear,  but  the  ideas  dovetailed  with 
those  of  the  State  Department, 
which  provided  advice  and  guidance 
while  keeping  itself  informed  of  the 
group's  activities. 

In  Israel,  former  defence  minister 
Moshe  Arens,  ever  sensitive  ro  the 
realities  of  American  business  power 
and  politics,  responded  with  re- 
served approval  to  the  tenor  and 
substance  of  the  Shultz  proposals. 
The  former  defence  ministry  coordi- 
nator of  activities,  Binyamin  “Fuad" 
Ben  Eliezer,  was  even  dispatched  to 
the  U.S.  for  talks  and  American 
diplomats  in  Tel  Aviv  reported  at 
least.  an  "improvement  in  attitude.” 

The  concrete  outcome  was 
apparently  the  speeding  up  of 
approvals  and  licences  for  various 
projects  undertaken  by  the  U.S.- 
funded  Private  Voluntary  Organiza- 
tions (PVOs),  which  act  as  the  ex- 
ecutive agencies  in  the  field.  These 
included  Anera,  the  Catholic  De- 
velopment Foundation  and  the 
Mennomie  Central  Committee.

The  Israeli  military  government 
has  alway  been  suspicious  of  these 
organizations,  often  distrusting  their 
motives  and  sometimes  resentful  of 
their  financial  means  and  the  confi- 
dence and  popularity  they  enjoy 
among  much  of  the  population.  “No 
one  wflj  persuade  me  that  they  have 
the  interests  of  Israel  at  heart,"  a 
staff  officer  in  charge  of  social  ser- 
vices said. 

The  PVOs,  for  their  part,  have 
always  been  wary  in  keeping  a cor- 
rect distance  between  themselves 
and  the  military  government  in  order 
to  preserve  -their  credibility .:  -Some  ; 
ba*ve  also  emplOyed'  locaf  technical  • 
experts  known  for  their  pro-PLO 
sympathies';  this’  'would  hardly  ' 
arouse  the  enthusiasm  of  the  officers 
at  Beit  El. 

During  the  Sharon-Milson  period, 
when  the  village  leagues  were  being 
advanced  as  at  least  an  additional,  if 
not  alternative  leadership  to  the 
more  radical  mayors  and  journalists 
in  the  towns,  the  PVOs  were  being 
pressured  to  funnel  their  aid  through 
these  new  Israeli-favoured  bodies. 
Nothing,  of  course,  happened  and 
even  these  projects  began  to  grind  to 
a halt. 

Last  July,  Chug  Mashov,  a group 
of  young  Labour  Party  activists  led 
by  Dr.  Yossi  Beilin,  now  cabinet 
secretary,  published  their  own 
blueprint  for  policy  alternatives  in 
the  West  Bank  and  Gaza.  In  addi- 
tion to  a settlement  freeze,  the  group 
also  called  for  the  "relaxation  of 
economic  controls  on  Palestinian  en- 
trepreneurs" as  one  of  the  measures 
to  encourage  Palestinian  and  Jorda- 
nian participation  in  the  peace  pro- 
cess. 

Some  months  prior  to  Mashov's 
ideas,  a wealthy  Paiestinian- 
American  scientist.  George 
Assouse,  had  also  visited  the  area 
and  established  an  international 
fund  to  help  development  in  the 
territories.  He  apparently  focused 
mainly  on  Europe,  drawing  on  such 
names  as  the  Irish  prime  minister 
Ganet  Fitzgerald  and  others  to  en- 
dorse his  programme.  But  nothing  of 
substance  emerged. 


THE  AMERICAN  businessmen's 
club  apparently  contacted  Prof. 
Stephen  Cohen  of  the  City  Universi- 
ty of  New  York's  Institute  for  Mid- 
dle East  Peace  and  Development. 
Cohen,  who  is  familiar  with  the  area 
and  many  of  the  personalities  in- 
volved and  reported  to  be  in  close 
contact  with  Egyptian  Foreign 
Minister  Butros  Ghaii.  has  met  near- 
ly every  Arab  ambassador  to  the 
United  Nations  and  has  also  held 
talks  with  PLO  representative 
Farouk  Kaddoumi. 

The  institute  was  to  act  as  agent 
and  technicaK-^tiv^hr  to  the*gftHip  ; 
which  now'had  a name  - the  Busi-  ' 
ness  Group -for  Middle  East  Peace  ; 
and  Development?  Its  members  in- 
cluded such  prominent  American 
Jewish  leaders  as  Philip  Klutznick 
and  Howard  Squadron,  as  well  as 
wealthy  Arab  American  business- 
men such  as  Pan- Am  president  Na- 
jeeb  Halaby  and  Saudi  building  con- 
tractor Suleiman  Alayan. 

Although  Cohen  and  others  have 
consistently  insisted  that  the  group  is 
apolitical  and  interested  only  in  eco- 
nomic development,  its  composition 
and  initial  activities  have  all  had 
undeniable  political  implications. 

Some  of  the  Jewish  members  are 
well  known  for  their  opposition  to 
Jewish  settlement  in  Judea  and 
Samaria  and  favour  a solution  based 
on  territorial  compromise.  The  in- 
clusion of  Halaby.  the  father  of 
Queen  Noor  of  Jordan,  was  im- 
mediately and  perhaps  mistakenly 
taken  to  indicate  Jordanian  approval 
and  collusion. 

Some  months  ago,  the  group  dis- 
patched an  American  public  health 
expen.  Dr.  Sten  Vermond,  to  do  a 
survey  of  health  services  in  the  area. 
Palestinian  sources  reported  that  he 
was  talking  of  investing  $300,000  in 
the  project.  Neither  the  military  gov- 
ernment nor  the  Defence  Ministry  in 
Tel  Aviv  were  informed  of  his  arrival 
or  consulted  about  the  project. 
"They,  understandably,  went 
through  the  roof,"  noted  one  foreign 
diplomat. 

This  was  followed  a few  weeks 
ago.  and  almost  coinciding  with  the 


Peres  visit,  by  an  invitation  to  a 
□umber  of  load  Palestinian  figures 
to  visit  the  U.S.  to  discuss  some  of 
the  proposed  projects.  The  composi- 
tion of  this  Palestinian  delegation 
was  also,  in  retrospect,  a mistake. 

The  invitation  was  apparently  ex- 
tended by  Zahi  Houry.  one  of  the 
Arab  American  businessmen,  to  Dr. 
Tabi  Baramki,  acting  president  of 
Birzeit  University.  The  two  men  are 
related  and  this  immediately  led  to 
resentment  and  suspicion  among 
local  Palestinians,  especially  those 
who  were  not  invited. 

The  compositaorvofdie  group  was 
ponding.:  giventhe  - American’s  'in- 
sistence' that  the- -'group  was  in- 
terested only  in  "seed  money"  for 
viable  economic  propositions.  Only 
two  of  the  men  who  travelled  to 
Washington  could  really  be  called 
businessmen  - Ibrahim  Abdul  Hadi. 
chairman  of  the  Arab  Insurance 
Company  in  Nablus  and  Auni 
Zurayer,  who  represents  a group  of 
Hebron  businessmen  who  want  to 
build  a cement  factory  in  the  waste- 
lands north-east  of  Yatta.  Zurayer 
replaced  Mustafa  Natshe.  the  for- 
mer mayor  of  Hebron,  who  was  not 
allowed  to  go  by  the  military  govern- 
ment. 

The  others  are  all  connected  with 
public  health  and  agriculture,  and 
several  are  far  from  being  favourites 
of  the  military  government.  Dr. 
Salah  Bustani,  head  of  the  West 
Bank  Medical  Association,  is  related 
to  the  former  mayor  of  Nablus.  Bas- 
sam  Shak'a,  and  is  an  acknowledged 
radical  leader.  Ibrahim  Dakkak,  an 
East  Jerusalem  engineer  and  com- 
munist intellectual,  was  the  former 
secretary  of  the  now  banned  Nation- 
al Guidance  Committee  and  was 
under  prolonged  house  arrest.  He 
joined  the  group  in  Washington, 
coming  from  Europe. 

Others  included  Is&am  A w art  an  i. 
a Birzeit  agricultural  expert.  Ibra- 
him Mattar.a  prominent  agronomist 
who  works  for  the  Mennonites,  and 
Dr.  Shauki  Harb.  an  American- 
trained  surgeon  in  Ramallah. 
Baramki  himself  did  not  go  because 
of  the  student  strike  which  has  post- 


poned the  opening  of  the  university. 

THE  INEVITABLE  result  has  been 
that  the  American  businessmen  have 
been  compromised  as  have, 
perhaps,  some  of  the  Palestinians. 
The  businessmen  have  been  dismis- 
sed as  "naive"  and  the  Palestinians 
as  “anti-Jordanian"  or  “opportun- 
ists." “They  chose  a group  of  people 
least  likely  to  go  through  with  an 
experiment  like  this,”  said  one 
prominent  local  promoter. 

Shmuel  Goren.  coordinator  of 
activities  in  the  territories,  said  this 
week! that  Israel- welcomed  any  in- 
itiatives' aimed  at  improving  the  life 
of  the  local  Palestinians.  But.  he 
warned,  this  should  not  be  mistaken 
for  any  relaxation  in  the  fight  against 
the  PLO. 

“We  will  not  allow  the  formation  of 
bodies  or  economic  organizations 
subject  to.  or  liable  to  become  sub- 
ject to.  PLO  influence.  There  should 
be  no  illusions  about  this.  The  PLO 
will  not  be  allowed  to  re-establish 
itself  and  again  become  what  it  was 
four  years  ago."  he  said. 

Goren,  too,  stressed  that  “the 
quality  of  life  is  not  only  money  and 
the  establishment  of  a bank.  It's  also 
a question  of  attitude,  discipline  for 
the  soldiers  and  our  own  develop- 
ment projects  such  as  sewage  pro- 
jects in  Kalkilya  and  Jenin:  die  ex- 
pansion and  modernization  of  the 
hospital  in  Gaza  and  linking  Nablus 
to  the  national  electrical  grid.” 

The  amount  of  money  Palesti- 
nians crossing  the  bridges  into  the 
West  Bank  were  allowed  to  bring  in 
has  now  been  increased  to  $5,000 
and  the  number  of  books  banned  by 
the  censor  has  been  sharply  reduced. 

There  have  been  changes  in  atti- 
tude on  the  Palestinian  side,  Goren 
noted,  recalling  his  own  recent  meet- 
ing with  the  mayor  of  Tulkarem, 
HUmi  Hanoun.  who  had  boycotted 
the  Israeli  authorities  and  the  civil 
administration,  as  had  other  radical 
mayors. 

A group  of  Nablus  residents  who 
wanted  to  build  a country  club  had 
for  two  years  been  scared  to  deal 
with  the  civil  administration.  A few 


weeks  ago.  they  met  Goren  and  the 
project  was  approved. 

Nothing  of  real  substance  has 
emerged  about  this  aspect  of  the 
talks  between  Peres  and  Shultz  in 
Washington,  but  it  is  dear  that  the 
subject  was  “more  than  touched 
on."  as  one  official  put  it.  Goren 
repeated  this  week  that  Israel  was 
interested  in  replacing  the  four  Arab 
mayors,  but  would  not  be  pressured 
and  would  insist  that  they  bad  suit- 
able qualifications  and  concerned 
themselves  only  with  municipal 
affairs. 

’•Elections,  he  said,- were  out' of  the 
question' and  the  deposed  mayors 
would  not  be  reinstated,  nor  would 
those  who  had  been  banished  be 
allowed  to  return  “at  this  stage.” 


The  proposal  to  form  a bank  in  the 
territories  bad  been  mistakenly  link- 
ed to  the  group  of  American 
businessmen.  It  is  entirely  a local 
initiative,  with  a group  of  Nablus 
businessmen  headed  by  Zafer  al- 
Masri  winning  in  principle  the  agree- 
ment of  the  Israelis  for  its  establish- 
ment. 

The  investors  have  to  come  up 
with  $10m..  and  the  bank  will  be 
subjected  to  the  exclusive  control  of 
the  Inspector  of  Banks  at  the  Bank 
of  Israel,  it  will  be  able  to  conduct 
business  with  Arab  correspondents, 
but  will  not  be  allowed  outside  part- 
ners or  shareholders. 

One  of  the  so  far  unresolved  prob- 
lems is  whether  the  bank  will  be 
allowed  to  operate  in  East  Jeru- 
salem. 

THE  BUSINESSMEN’S  group 
associated  with  Cohen  has  reported- 
ly been  interested  in  the  cement 
plant  in  Yatta.  a quarry,  a juice 
factory  and  a pharmaceutical  plant. 

Goren  said  that  there  was  no  fun- 
damental Israeli  objection  to  any  of 
these  projects,  given  that  they  were 
economically  viable.  The  demand 
for  cement  in  the  West  Bank  is 
insufficient  to  justify  the  establish- 
ment of  such  a factory  and  Jordanian 
plants  are  already  working  below 
capacity,  he  said!  “Nor  should  it 
surprise  anyone  that  we  take  Israeli 
economic  interests  into  account.”  he 
stated. 

"What  did  surprise  us  about  this 
group  was  that  they  did  not  see  fit  to 
invite  anyone  from  Gaza,"  Goren 
mused.  "Don't  the  490.000  people 
living  there  count?” 

But  politics  cannot  be  avoided. 
Israel,  especially  the  right-wing  com- 
ponent of  the  current  government,  is 
rightly  suspicious  that  any  major 
economic  development,  especially 
of  more  strategic  projects  such  as  a 
bank  or  a cement  plant,  is  nothing 
more  than  a stage  in  nation-building. 
Peres  was  bitterly  attacked  along 
these  lines  in  the  Knesset  Foreign 
Affairs  and  Defence  Committee  this 
week. 

Jordan  has  been  almost  silent  so 
far.  The  only  response  has  been  a 
report  on  Egyptian  TV  quoting  from 
Prince  Hassan's  objection  to  the  idea 
as  no  more  than  a means  of  reinforc- 
ing the  territories'  status  as  Israeli 
protectorates. 

Nothing  of  substance  apparently 
emerged  from  tbe  talks  in  New 
York.  The  mistrust  and  misconcep- 
tions on  each  side,  which  must 
appear  so  needless  when  viewed 
from  Manhattan,  are  apparently  still 
insurmountable  obstacles  standing 
between  the  Kirya  and  Knesset  in 
Jerusalem  and  the  offices  on  Salah 
a-Din  Street. 

A leading  Palestinian  moderate 
interested  in  economic  development 
noted  this  week  with  a mixture  of 
regret,  apologetics  and  resentment 
that  “We  are  riot  ready  for  Arab- 
Jewish  cooperation,  especially  with 
people  like  Squadron  and  Klutznick. 
After  all,  they  are  Zionists.”

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IF  THE  ACHIEVEMENTS  of  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal  are  little 
known  or  belittled  in  Israel,  it  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  neither  countries  nor 
people  like  to  take  help  from  others. 

So  says  Stanley  Horowitz,  the  new 
chief  professional  officer  of  the 
UJA,  who  has  spent  his  whole  work- 
ing life  in  Jewish  communal  service 
and  who  has,  since  last  December, 
headed  the  Jewish  fund-raising  orga- 
nization. 

The  51-year-old  Horowitz,  a na- 
tive of  Cleveland,  was  given  the  title 
“president,"  instead  of  “executive 
vice-chairman"  held  by  his  predeces- 
sor, Irving  Bernstein,  hr  the  past,  the 
president  of  the  UJA  was  the  im- 
mediate past  general  chairman  of  the 
organization — an  unpaid  lay  person. 
Horowitz  says  the  title  was  upgraded 
“to  reflect  the  breadth  of  responsi- 
bility and  activity’'  of  such  a pivotal 
post  in  American  Jewish  life.  It  also 
corresponds  to  the  title  of  heads  of 
universities  and  other  organizations 
in  the  fund-raising  field. 

What, ,-does  the  average  Israeli 
know  about  the  UJA?  Much  less 
than  the  UJ  A would  like,  says  Horo- 
witz, adding,  however,  that  the  atti- 
tude is  much  more  positive  than  the 
UJA  might  have  expected.  Never- 
theless, he  commissioned  a Jeru- 
salem research  institute  to  study  the 
image  of  the  UJA  in  Israeli  eyes. 
While  a report  has  not  yet  been 
released,  Israelis  who  appeared  at 
discussions  agreed  that  few  appreci- 
ate the  extent  of  its  financial,  social, 
educational  and  other  contributions. 

“No  one  likes  to  see  himself  in 
need  of  help,"  continues  Horowitz,' 
who  was  for  18  years  head  of  the 
Jewish  community  federation  in  his 
Ohio  hometown. 

“But  there  is  almost  no  one  who

organizations,  among  them  the  New 
Israel  Fond,  and  the  more  veteran 
PEF-Israel  Endowment  Fund, 
which  collects  money  from  benefac- 
tors and  serves  as  a pipeline  to 
specific  projects  in  Israel  that  need 
seed  money. 

Fast,  he  says,  the  UJA  is  the  only 
organization  of  such  magnitude  in 
the  Jewish  community  in  America:  it 
is  expected  to  raise  $63Gm.  this  year, 
about  batf  of  it  going  to  local  com- 
munal needs  and  other  Diaspora 
Jewish  communities,  and  the  rest  to 
Israel. 

“Inevitably,  people  develop  in- - 
terests  in  other  directions.  I know 
that  the  UJA  doesn't  have  a 
monopoly  on  Jewish  fund-raising. 
As  long  as  people  continue  to  sup- . 
port  the  bread-and-butter  organiza- 
tion that  readies  major  needs  - the 
UJA  - people  may  give  to  other 
institutions,  like  the  universities. 
But  the  fund-raising  effort  must  be 
responsible  and  coordinated,  so  they 
don't  hurt  the  other  campaigns/’ 


won’t  need  help  in  his  lifetime, 
whether  it  is  to  get  into  a good  old 
age  home,  or  to  get  vocational  coun- 
selling or  psychological  help.”  he 
adds.  And  sometimes  countries 
like  Israel  - a young  nation,  facing 
immense  defence  arid  security  prob- 
lems - also  need  help. 

Horowitz  criticizes  the  negative 
atmosphere  in  this  country  in  which 
Israelis  paint  everything  black.  He 
stresses  the  positive  contributions  of 
the  UJA  - whose  funds  have  since 
1948  “helped  rescue  more  than  l.S 
million  Jews  from  distressed  parts  of 
the  world  and  absorbed  them  into 
Israel:  helped  establish  more  than 


500  settlements;  taught  life  and  work 
skills  to  more  than  150,000  young 
people;  and  provided  financial  sup- 
port, bousing  and  sheltered  work- 
shops for  thousands  of  aged  and 
handicapped  individuals.’*

Horowitz  does  not  deny  that  some 
Jewish  federations  raising  money  for 
the  UJA  have  in  the  past  portrayed 
Israel  as  an  unfortunate  country  in 
order  to  increase  contributions.  But 
that  is  not  done  anymore,  he  asserts, 
and  certainly  not  under  UJA  direc- 
tion. Donors  want  to  feel  that  they 
are  giving  to  something  worthwhile, 
and  Israel,  be  says,  has  been  a 


HOROWITZ  TRIES  to  steer  dear 
of  queries  about  tbe  Jewish  Agency, 
which  receives  more  than  half  of  tbe 
UJA-collected  funds  through  the 
United  Israel  Appeal.  He  does  not 
agree  with  charges  that  the  agency  is 
an ' outdated  and  highly  wasteful 
organization  whose  original  purpose 
has  lost  its  meaning. 

He  admits  that  the  agency  is  “not 
perfect,”  and  that  things  have  to  be 
improved.  But  he  won’t  comment  on 
calls  for  a complete  depoliticization 
of  the  agency,  saying  he  “.doesn’t 


know  enough  about  the  subject.” 

He  recalls  that  in  the  late  Seven- 
ties. he  made  a speech  calling  for 
increased  powers  for  the  Jewish 
Agency  Assembly  (the  annual 
gathering  of  Diaspora  fund-raisers 
and  activists). 

As  a result,  then  agency  board  of 
governors  chairman  Max  Fisher  in- 
vited him  to  present  his  ideas  before 
agency  leaders.  “I  found  them  very 
responsive/’  he  says.  “That  shows 
that  they  are  eager  for  improve- 
ment." 

Horowitz  says  that,  the  UJA  has 
not  suffered  from  the  “alternative 
fund-raising”  of  some  new  Jewish 


HOROWITZ  FIRST  became  in- 
terested in  Jewish  communal  affairs 
when  he  worked  as  a voluntary  camp 
counsellor  for  the  Jewish  community 
centre  in  Cleveland,  which  now  has 
75,000  Jews.  He  received  a BA  and 
then  an  MA  in  social  work,  from  Case 
Western  Reserve  University  and 
quickly  became  active  in  the  JCCs 
activities.  ‘ 

When  Bernstein  decided  to  retire . 
at  the  age  of  65,  after  nearly  30  years 
in  the  organization,  tbe  UJA’s  board 
of  trustees  formed  a search  commit- 
tee and  Horowitz  was  selected. 
Horowitz  has  made  some  staff 
changes  - there  are  SO  professionals 
working  for  the  UJA  in  five  regions  -

UNLIKE  MOST  American  ohm  ot 
fee  17  years  since  fee  Six  Day  War, 
my  wife  and  I belong  to  a generation 
of  immigrants  who  arrived  when 
there  were  either  no  ulpanim  for  the 
intensive  study  of  Hebrew,  or  for 
whom  it  was  nearly  impossible  to 
take  the  time  off  to  study  in  one 
when  they  were  finally  invented. 

Close  to  20  years  after  arriving  in 
the  country,  and  after  having 
learned  spoken  Hebrew  from  our 
children,  the  kibbutz  and  fee  street, 
my  wife  finally  decided  to  take  time 
off  and  break  the  back  of  reading 
and  writing.  She  enrolled  in  a special 


month-long  course  in  reading  and 
writing  Hebrew  for  Hebrew  speak- 
ers given  by  Ulpan  Alriva  several 
times  a year  especially  for  Israelis 
like  her. 

When  it  cranes  to  writing,  her 
problem  was  - and  is  - an  aesthetic 
affinity  for  fee  letters  'am  and  tet. 
She  considers  them  much  more 
visually-pleasing- than  the  humdrum 
deplu  -and.teK..,  la  .modem . spoken 
Hebrew,  aleph  and  ’(art  have  become 
well-nigh  indistinguishable -for  well 
over  80  per  cent  of  fee  Hebfew- 
speaking  population.  And  less  than  a 
sliver  of  1 per  cent  of  purists  are  at  all 
capable  of  differentiating  between 
tetandAzv. 

In  written  Hebrew,  however,  tbe 
difference  remains,  primarily  to  con- 
found new  and  old  immigrants  who 
did  not  grow  up  reading  and  writing 


the  language  from  kita  aleph.  Given 
her  aesthetic  proclivities,  my  wife’s 
major  problem  in  writing  was  her 
clear  and  consistent  preference  for 
'ain  and  tet  when  she  should  have 
used  aleph  and  tav,  which  are  usually 
found  in  a ratio  of  nine  to  one.  Wife 
my  wife  the  ratio  was  reversed. 

She  came  bade  home  to  husband, 
children  and  work  wife  a new  fund  of 
classical  Hebrew  idioms  but  with-her 
reverse  ratios  undisturbed  by  expo- 
sure to  tbe  best  feat  Ulpan  Akiva 
had  to  offer.  But  she  had  had  fee 
most  wonderful  time.  Part  of  it,  of 
course,  was  due  to  having  a well- 
deserved  vacation  from  fee  harass- 
ment of  juggling  husband,  children, 
home  and  career.  But  she  had  also 
been  exposed  to  a broad  cross- 
section  of  Israel  sodety  she  never 
would  have  met  in  fee  normal  course 
of  her  day-to-day  life;  veteran 
Israelis  from  social  cubicles  to  which 
we  did  not  belong;  fresh  new  immig- 
rants; and  Arabs,  at  feat  .tune  Israeli 
Arabs..' , • o ...,  . • . 


Breaking  down  barriers

I HAVE  SINCE  been  to  Ulpan 
Akiva  myself  to  study  Arabic,  and  I 
can  attest  to  a similar  experience. 
Ulpan  Akiva  is  a good  ulpan,  as 
these  institutions  go.  due  primarily 
to  its  ability  to  attract  and  keep 
devoted  teachers.  I honestly  don’t 
know  if  it’s  the  best.  (Which  ulpan  is 
fee  best,  or  worst,  is  a subject  for 
perennial  debate  among  graduates 


of  fee  system). 

But  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
Ulpan  Akiva  is  unique  in  the  experi- 
ence it  offers  of  meeting  and  living 
intensively  for  three  to  four  weeks, 
or  more,  with  a broad  selection  of 
interesting  people:  Israelis,  Jewish 
and  Arab,  Palestinian  Arabs  and 
visiting  Diaspora  Jews. 

Take  my  own  experience  earlier 
this  year.  I roomed  with  three  Arab 
agricultural  instructors  from  Gaza 
who  were  studying  Hebrew.  Stu- 
dents in  my  own  Arabic  course  in- 
cluded a senior  government  official, 
a high-ranking  army  officer,  two 
young  boy  and  girl  soldier?  prepaid 
ing  to  re  tern  to  teach  Arabic  in  IDF' 
schools,  and  two-  veteran  building 
contractors. 


SHULAMTT  KATZNELSON,  who 
has  run  Ulpan  Akiva  like  a power- 
house ever  since  fee  founded  it  in 
Nahariya  in  1951,  says  feat  this  is 
exactly  her  purpose  - to  provide  a 
framework  for  the  establishment  of 
personal  relationships  across  the 


boundaries  of  fee  separate  age,  eco- 
nomic. ethnic,  national,  political  and 
religious  cubicles  in  which  Israelis 
spend  their  lives.

i L'One  of  fee1  most  useful 'education- 
al experiences  is  fee  opportunity  for 
Jews  and  Arabs  to  mix  at  fee  person- 
al level.  It  is  a tragedy  that  such 
personal  Jewish-Arab  relationships 
are  significantly  fewer  in  Israel  than 
they  were  in  fee  much  smaller 
population  of  Mandatory  Palestine 
40  years  ago.  In  those  days,  many 
Arabs  and  Jews  had  at  least  one  or 
two  friends  of  the  other  national 
group.  Today,  Ulpan  Akiva  pro- 
vides oue  of  the  exceedingly  few 
frameworks  where  such  a rela- 
tionship is  possible. 


IT  IS  enlightening  to  discover  how 
little  Arabs  know  about  Jews  and 


Jndaism  and  not  just  how  little  Jews 
know  about  Arabs.  An  extremely 
interesting  activity  . at  Ulpan  Akiva  is 
one  initiated  by  Ossie,  one  of  fee 
gifted  teachers  of  Arabic. 

On  a Shabbat  morning  during 
each  three-  to  four-week  course, 
when  all  fee  students  are  required  to 
stay  on  the  ulpan,  Ossie  devotes 
several  hours  teaching  and  demon- 
strating to  the  Arab  students  what 
goes  on  in  synagogue  Shabbat.  Im- 
mediately after  that  lesson,  fee  Jew- 
ish students  are  taught  and  shown 
fee  essentials  of  Moslem  worship  in 
fe&mosque.  ■—  ■ — 

On  weekday  mornings,  before 
regular  classes  benn^Osste  teaches  a 
Special- course  uaBible'in  Arabic."! 
for  one  was  surprised  how  little  the 
Arab  students,  even  the  Christians 
among  them  from  Ramallah  and 
Bethlehem,  knew  about  the  Bible. 

What  usually  is  the  clincher  in 
breaking  down  barriers  between  fee 
Jewish  and  Arab  students  is  the 
periodic  de  rigueur  overnight  excur- 
sion to  Arab  villages.  On  my  last 
visit,  the  entire  ulpan,  120  strong, 
was  taken  on  such  a trip  to  fee  Good 
Fence  at  the  Lebanese  border  near 
Metulla  and  to  fee  Golan  Heights. 
Shulamit’s  purpose  in  these  trips  is  to 
get  fee  students  out  to  see  the  coun- 
try and  also  to  foster  closer  rela- 


tionships between  Jews,  Arabs  and 
Druse. 

With  regard  to  the  participants,  it 
certainly  seems  to  work  that  way.  In 
fee  broader  experience,  it  doesn’t 
always  work  according  to  Shulamifs 
expectations-  But  to  my  mind,  it  is 
much  more  of  an  eye-opener  than 
she  may  have  intended. 

On  this  last  trip  that  I took  part  in, 
the  Jewish  students  were  over- 
whelmed by  fee  hospitality  of  the 
Golan  Druse,  many  of  them  gradu- 
ates .of  Ulpan  Akiva,  who  put  up  the 
whole  party  of  ns  in  their  homes. 

la  the  morning,  however,  many  of 
the  Jewish  students  reported  holding 
conversations  with  their  hosts  and 
their  Druse  friends  in  which  hostility 
to  the  continued  Israeli  presence  on ' 
the  Golan  was  openly  expressed,  as 
was  identification  wife  Syria.  The 
experience  did  not  turn  Arabophfles 
among  the  new  olim  into  Arab  ha- 
ters. Nor  did  it  necessarily  streng- 
.feenjfes.  negative  feelings  of  thnsr. 
who  already  harboured  suspicions 
against  Arabs  and'Drtite.^W&atfSI?- 
seemed*©  do 

to  missing  sense  of  realism  regarding 
the  complexities  of  the  ethnic  and 
national  issues  in  this  country. 

ANOTHER  INTERESTING 
aspect  of  fee  ulpan  is  the  mix  of 
people  it  attracts  from  abroad  for  its 
short  summer  courses.  On  this  trip, 
the  mix  included  two  women  Haza- 
nim.  cantors,  (or  should  it  be  JTozd- 


niot),  who  wanted  to  get  a bettei1 
understanding  of  the  prayers  feejf 
were  smgfog  in  their  temples  back 
home;  a recently-widowed  ParisietH 
ne  in  her  70s,  who  had  always 
wanted  to  study  Hebrew;  and  a 
smattering  of  students  of  classical

^ More  than  100  days  have  passed 
since  the  July  23  elections,  which 
j were  supposed  to  be  the  key  to  the 
'■  ■■  inauguration  of  an  economic  rescue 
plan  that  everyone  knew  should 
have  been  implemented  in  October 
1983. 

‘ A new  government  has  been  in 
office  nearly  half  of  this  time, 
headed  by  a prime  minister  who  was 
&id  to  have  been  preparing  for  the 
Job  for  the  past  seven  years,  and  by  a 
pdrty  that  was  whispered  to  have 
prepared  a detailed  plan  for  econo- 
hue  retrenchment,  which  it  had  not 
made  public  only  because  of  the 
^fnbarrassing  proximity  of  the  elec- 
tions. 

And  yet  we  have  been  waiting  100 
days.  Inveterate  optimist  that  I am , I 
am  fully  confident  that  there  will  be  a 
package  deal  and  an  economic  plan. 
The  entire  process  is  suffering  from 
one  of  the  most  pernicious  aspects  of 
..  p&r  political  and  general  culture,  the 
. .'determination  to  procrastinate,  to 
do  everything  at  the  very  last  mo- 
ment - and  sometimes  even  later 
than  that. 

THE  PENCHANT  for  procrastina- 
tion stems  largely  from  the  deter- 
mination to  let  everyone  and  his  dog 
have  his  say,  not  once  but  ad 
nauseam.  It  seems  to  make  no  differ- 
ence whether  the  people  at  the  top  of 
the  system  are  from  Labour,  the 
Likud  or  from  both. 

'"'It  would  seem  to  be  a deeply 
Jewish  problem,  stemming  from  a 
tttrUennia-old,  exaggerated  anarcho- 
democratic  individualism  of  a har- 
assed, dispersed  people,  and  we 
( have  not  succeeded  in  changing  this 
behaviour  despite  37  years  of  nation- 
al(in  dependence . 

/ The  government’s  dithering  de- 
serves censure.  It  is  taking  its  toll  is 
tije  increasing  severity  of  the  econo- 
mic situation  and  in  rapidly  fraying 
the  nerves  of  a major  part  of  the 
population.  Not  all,  mind  you.. 
There  are  quite  a few  among  us  who 
are  raking  in  the  shekels  and  doing 
just  fine  these  days. 

"But  aO  is  cot  gloom  and  doom. 
Perversely,  the  delay  and  what  it 
produces  may  be  just  what  we  need. 


A needed 
desperation

One  can  only  reach  this  admitted- 
ly perverse  conclusion  if  one  looks  at 
the  record  of  the  past  quarter  of  a 
century.  For  the  problem  confront- 
ing us  is  not  so  much  devising  a plan 
but  that  of  making  it  work  and 
producing  the  economic  results  cal- 
led for  by  the  situation. 

IN  THIS  regard  the  last  22  years 
have  been  a period  of  repeated  frus- 
trations and  failures  in  tbe  imple- 
mentation of  new  economic  policies. 
Some  of  us  have  been  around  long 
enough  to  remember  the  deluxe  de- 
valuation of  1962.  which  tbe  late 
Pinhas  Sapir  opposed  and  was  called 
on  to  implement.  He  and  tbe  policy 
failed  needless  to  say. 

This  was  followed  by  the  planned 
mini-recession  of  1965.  which  was 
supposed  to  mop  up  excess  demand 
by  reducing  government  expendi- 
tures in  the  building  industry.  In- 
stead it  ran  out  of  control,  and 
unemployment  skyrocketed  to 
120,000  at  a time  when  the  entire 
labour  force  was  only  two-thirds  of 
its  present  size. 

Interestingly  one  of  the  men  most 
responsible  for  urging  that  policy  on 
the  Eshkol-Sapir  government  was 
the  then  governor  of  the  Bank  of 
Israel,  Moshe  Sanbar.  Remarkably 
be  bas  now  surfaced  as  one  of  Mr. 
Peres's  leading  economic  advisers, 
who  together  with  another  former 
Bank  of  Israel  governor.  Anion  Gaf- 
ny . authored  the  plan  adopted  by  the 
prime  minister  last  week  and  which 
was  subsequently  shot  down. 

One  could  go  on  to  list  the  ill-fated 
Horowitz  Plan  for  the  restructuring 
of  Civil  Service  salaries;  tbe  Ben 
Sbahar  income  tax  reforms  of  1975, 
which  were  predicated  on  the 
assumption  that  if  marginal  tax  rates 


were  lowered,  inveterate  tax  chea- 
ters  would  be  driven  by  their  consci- 
ences to  mend  their  ways;  and  the 
series  of  economic  catastrophes,  ma- 
jor and  minor,  perpetrated  by  a 
string  of  Likud  finance  ministers 
from  Ehrlich's  foreign  currency 
liberalization  through  Aridor  and 
Cohen-Orgad's  election-oriented 
polices. 

There  were,  of  course,  different 
explanations  for  these  different  fai- 
lures, although  their  persistent  and 
cumulative  nature  is  what  is  so  worri- 
some. One  factor  they  had  in  com- 
mon, however,  was  the  lack  of  a 
sense  of  desperation  on  the  part  of 
the  politicians  who  adopted  and 
sought  to  implement  them. 

NOTHING  WILL  work  if  economic 
planners  and  their  political  masters 
continue  to  be  devoted  to  a philoso- 
phy of  guaranteeing  tbe  continua- 
tion of  economics  and  politics  as 
usual. 

The  current  situation  is  a case  in 
point.  The  inability  to  reach  deci- 
sions, and  to  work  for  their  imple- 
mentation is  due  to  the  policymak- 
ers' painful  awareness  of  a long  list  of 
no-no's. 

Large  scale  unemployment  is  un- 
mentionable; a protracted  reduction 
in  real  income  is  unacceptable;  sav- 
ings and  capital,  largely  accumulated 
over  the  years  by  milking  the  public 
treasury,  are  untouchable,  while  the 
profits  of  tbe  banks  are  inviolable. 
To  which  one  could  add  a long  list  of 
other  vested  economic,  ideological, 
political  and  personal  interests,  each 
ably  represented  by  different  politi- 
cians. 

There  is  much  to  be  said  in  support 
of  most  if  not  all  of  these  principles 
and  interests.  What  is  unacceptable. 


nay  impossible,  is  positing  the  total 
inviolability  of  any  of  them  and  the 
attempt  to  square  the  circle  by  keep- 
ing everyone  satisfied. 

Striking  a balance  between  these 
competing  principles  and  interests, 
for  the  sake  of  the  national  good,  is 
tbe  job  of  the  government,  not  of  tbe 
army  of  25  ministers  who  form  its 
gargantuan  body  but  the  job  of  the 
prime  minister  and  at  most,  of  two  or 
three  others,  who  must  be  made  to 
govern. 

The  problem  is  that  governing  in 
this  most  elemental  sense  of  tbe 
word  is  scary  at  all  times  for  demo- 
cratically elected  politicians  who 
must  look  forward  to  confronting  the 
electorate  they  govern  in  tbe  future. 
It  is  all  the  more  scary  for  political 
leaders  whose  hold  on  power  is  as 
feeble  as  tbe  present  lot. 

IT  WILL  take  a great  deal  of  psychic 
and  political  energy  to  overcome  tbe 
political  fears  inherent  in  our  present 
situation.  And  that  energy  will  in  all 
likelihood  grow  only  out  of  a sense  of 
desperation;  that  the  alternatives  to 
determined  government  action  will 
be  infinitely  worse  than  that  of  fudg- 
ing it. 

Which  is  where  the  unexpected 
benefits  of  this  period  of  procrastina- 
tion come  in.  As  regrettable  as  it 
may  sound,  the  needed  sense  of 
desperation  will  apparently  not  de- 
velop unless  unemployment  grows, 
demonstrations  are  held,  possibly 
growing  here  and  there  into  riots, 
and  enraged,  frightened  and  other- 
wise law-abiding  citizens  are  driven 
to  protest  action  against  selective 
price-gaugers'  shops. 

The  sense  of  desperation  I am 
talking  about  is  what  has  been  be- 
hind the  “there  is  no  alternative" 
ethos  of  the  IDF  on  the  battlefields 
in  most  of  our  wars.  It  is  when  it  was 
absent,  in  the  over-confident  days 
prior  to  the  Yom  Kippur  War,  and  in 
the  war  in  Lebanon,  that  we  paid  a 
high  price. 

It  would  be  infinitely  better  if  we. 
as  a people,  and  our  political  leaders 
did  not  need  such  goads  to  responsi- 
ble action.  But  apparently  we  are 
simply  not  built  to  concentrate  our 
minds  and  deliver  our  best  without 
such  goacu,  first  driving  us  .to  the 
brink  of  the  abyss.  Let’s  hope  that 
it’s  only  tbe  brink.

Super-symmetry  in  Israeli  politics 


^METAPHOR,  IF  not  downright 
fantasy,  seems  to  provide  the  best 
forms  in  which  to  fry  to  understand

allegoriei'fiaytprpved,  too  fanta^c, 
and  social,  similes  have  outgrown 
tlieir  usefulness.  But  supersymmet- 
ry, the  latest  in  physics  - that  most 
exact  of  the  exact  sciences  - offers 
some  hope. 

*,  Part  of  a snowflake's  beauty  com- 
es from  its  geometrical  regularity 
and  symmetrical  appearance.  In 
tiding  to  make  sense  of  a menagerie 
of  elementary  particles,  physicists 
are  looking  for  a theory  with  sym- 
metrical beauty  like  that  of  a snow- 
flake. They  hope  that  their  mathe- 
matical equations  will  reflect  the 
[underlying  regularities  of  nature.  In 
riie  same  way,  the  mathematical  op- 
erations of  symmetry  can  be  made  to 
■relate  to  the  real  world  of  politics 
and  to  the  menageries  of  elementary 
political  particles. 

■ Tbe  theory  supersymmetry  says- 
-that  symmetry  in  the  underlying 
^mathematical  descriptions  of  things 
^translate  into  quantities  which  can 
‘be  observed  and  which  can  be  “con- 
Iserved”  in  the  political  as  well  as  the 
; physical  world.

Sfli  d , tpbe  qrtitesqqcessful,  is  Quan- 
tum'Elecso- Dynamics  -j  Q.-E.-D:  It 
has  to  be  proved!  For  politics  it  is 
called  Queer  Election  Dynamics. 
This  too  has  to  be  proved.  It  explains 
some  of  the  phenomena  of  the  sub- 
atomic particles  called  quarks  which 
split  and  unite  again  endlessly,  just 
like  political  parties,  where  they  are 
named  quirks.  For  example  when 
two  Likud  MKs  split  off  and  joined 
Labour,  this  was  eventually  ba- 
lanced by  Yossi  Sarid  splitting  off 
from  Labour  and  joining  the 
Citizens  Rights  Movement. 

These  quarks/quirks  have  prop- 
erties such  as  flavour,  strangeness, 
charm  and  colour.

Charm  is  generally  absent, 
although  it  can  be  found  in  singular 
cases,  and  its  symmetrical  opposite  - 
inelegance  and  boorishness  - is 
everywhere.  There  is  no  lack  of 
strangeness,  but  colour  is  hard  to  pin 
down.  In  fact,  changes  or  near- 
changes  in  colour  are  important  fac- 
tors in  our  political  supersymmetry. 
Dr.  Burg  has  charm  but  is  vari- 
coloured. Peres  lacks  colour  but  has 
charm.  Arik  Sharon's  strangeness 
has  its  ups  and  downs,  and  ms  fla- 
vour is  bitter. 

The  symmetry  is  quite  remarkable 
in  tbe  two  blocks:  When  Mapam  did 
not  split  off  from  the  Labour  Align- 
ment, tbe  Liberals  did  not  split  off 
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from  the  Ljkud.  Now  that  Mapam 
has  split  away , -fhe  Liberals  are 
attempting  to  maintain  symmetry  by 
imitating  them.  Splinter  groups  on 
the  right  are  balanced  by  those  on 
the  left,  and  the  religions  parties  are 
like  the  bubble  in  a spirit  level,  which 
rises  to  whichever  side  is  on  top  and 
conserves  government  power  in  its 
hands.  This  conservation  is  called 
“spinoriai  charge.”  Supersymmetry 
thus  elegantly  links  apparently  dis- 
parate phenomena. 

HOWEVER,  supersymmetry  is  not 
the  only  recent  attempt  at  unifica- 
tion in  particle  physics  and  party 
politics.  Alternative  and  in  some 
ways  complementary  routes  are  cal- 
led by  the  august  name  of  Grand 
Unified  Theories  (or  more  prosaical- 
ly GUTs).  GUTs.are  what  is  needed 
to  go  into  a government  based  on 
National  Unity  Theories  (sometimes 
called  NUTs).  GUTs  are  also 
needed  to  stay  out  of  them.  This  is 
called  showing  you  have  GUTs  or 
bringing  up  your  GUTs.  It  depends 
on  which  side  of  tbe  supersymmetry 
the  observer  is  situated. 

One  of  the  attractions  of  super- 
symmetry is  that  it  suggests  new 
ways  of  grouping  particles  together. 
In  the  past  such  schemes  have  pro- 
duced predictions  and  enhanced 
understanding.  Can  supersymmetry 
do  the  same? 

There  might  be  hidden  possibili- 
ties here  for  new  combinations 
which  have  missed  by  our  politicos, 
simply  because  their  minds  are 
caught  by  the  conventions  of  simple 
symmetry,  which  in  our  present 
situation  offers  no  way  out  of  the 
political  stasis. 

Supersymmetry  might  suggest 
marching  Tehiya  with  Kacb  so  that 
each  cancels  each  other  ont.  like 
particle  and  anti -particle  meeting  in 
a burst  of  energy.  Similarly  the  New 
List  for  Peace  and  Democracy  could 
annihilate  itself  with  the  Front  for 


Democracy  and  Equality.  The  NRP 
could  do  the  same  with  Agadat 
Israel,  the  Liberals  with  Mapam, 
and  Labour  withH?ng*o.  jsri: 

Tbe  energy  feleased^a  resultoSj 
these  mutual  annihilations  would 
solve  our  energy  supply  problems,  if 
only  a reliable  storage  system  could 
be  found.  In  this  way,  our  economic 
system  would  have  been  reprimed, 
and  our  political  universe  would  be 
able  to  start  out  again  with  a Big 
Bang.  Within  the  First  Three 
Seconds,  the  stage  would  be  set 
again,  hopefully  with  a more  positive 
combination,  that  is,  with  a vast 
superiority  of  positive  political  mat- 
ter over  negative  political  matter  or 
anti-matter.  However  this  takes 
GUTs. 

WHEN  CONSIDERED  in  a global 
fashion  supersymmetry  becomes  su- 
pergravity. This  is  a special  situation 
- such  as  we  are  in  now  - which  is 
supergrave.  However,  supersym- 
metry is  not  a specific  theoiy,  either 
in  physics  or  in  politics.  It  is  more  a 
condition  which  particles  and  parties 
should  satisfy  in  a similar  way  that 
they  should  satisfy  other  conditions. 
Indeed,  it  imposes  new  conditions 
on  field  theory  in  physics  and  in 
politics.  But  is  will  not  rise  above  the 
speculative  level  until  it  can  be  inde- 
ed with  the  real  world  of  political 
events. 

So  far  the  problem  is  that  both 
particles  and  parties  are  never  what 
they  should  be.  This  suggests  that 
supersymmetry  may  be  “broken”  or 
“hidden,"  and  the  occurrence  of 
unexpected  values  introduces  a de- 
gree of  uncertainty.  - 

It  seems  to  the  writer  that  a 
thoughtful  utilization  of  GUTs, 
NUTs  and  supersymmetry  can  lead 
to  a better  appreciation  of  our  super- 
ficially complex  bui  underlyingly 
simple  political  system.  Q.E.D. 

These  thoughts  owe  their  inspira- 
tion to  Andrew  Wilson’s  most  en- 
lightening article  "The  Search  for 
Supersymmetry”  which  appeared  in 
The  New  Scientist  on  March  15, 
1984. 


A family  planning  lecture, 
population , 

INDIRA  GANDHI,  the  prime 
minister  of  India,  who  was  assassin- 
ated this  week  - apparently  by  Pun- 
jabi Sikh  extremists-  had  dominated 
the  Indian  political  scene  for  nearly 
two  decades,,  head  and  shoulders 
above  colleagues  and  rivals  alike. 

When  she  was  nominated  by  the 
Congress  Party  leadership  as  prime 
minister  in  January  1966.  she  had  not 
yet  proved  her  mettle  in  tbe  political  . 
arena  as  a top  leader;  she  was  seen 
mainly  as  the  daughter  of  the  late 
Jawaharlal  Nehru,  India's  great 
leader  and  prime  minister  from  1946 
to  his  death  in  1964.  While  some 
eyebrows  were  raised  at  this  '’dynas- 
tic'* succession,  the  entrenched  party 
functionaries  no  doubt  thought  that 
she  would  be  a willing,  pliable  instru- 
ment in  their  hands. 

Indira  soon  proved  them  wrong, 
asserting  her  leadership  as  a shrewd, 
high-powered,  forceful,  even  roth- 
less  politician  in  her  own  right.  The 
Congress  Party,  in  power  since  inde- 
pendence, was  badly  split  and  losing 
its  grip;  the  government  was  in  dis- 
array, the  economy  in  crisis.  Indira 
Gandhi  began  building  up  a new 
Congress.  Sen  seen  as  just  another 
faction,  largely  in  opposition  to  tbe 
old  party  leadership. 

In  1969.  she  was  expelled  from  die 
Congress,  but  tenaciously  continued 
building  her  new  Congress  - since 
1977/78  officially  called  Congress-I 
(i.e.  Indira).  Gradually,  all  rival  fac- 
tions disintegrated,  suffered  defeat 
at  the  polls  and  lost  credibility,  and 
Indira's  Congress  re-established  it- 
self as  the  Congress. 

As  prime  minister,  she  achieved 
some  success  in  foreign  policy:  she 
won  a war  against  Pakistan  in  1971, 
and  assisted  in  splitting  that  country 
In  two  and  establishing  the  new  state 
of  Bangladesh  (though  relations 
with  that  ally  and  client  turned  out 
none  too  sino^h  pr  fnepffiy); jsfre^ 

Vp*;r  .tfCKjr-a 

The  cnas  in  government  and  the 
disintegration  of  India’s  social  fabric 
Indira  sought  to  cure  by  imposing,  in 
1975,  a stale  of  emergency  - a step 
that  proved  a grave  miscalculation. 
The  need  for  so  serious  a breach  of 
democratic  practice  was  never  con- 
vincingly explained  (if  it  is  not 
assumed,  uncharitably,  that  the 
.main  reason  was  a court  verdict 
disqualifying  Mrs.  Gandhi  from  Par- 
liament because  of  her  abuse  of 
power,  a verdict  later  quashed  by  the 
Supreme  Conn).  The  state  of 
emergency  solved  no  problems,  and 
Indira  emerged  as  a harsh,  author- 
itarian ruler  - and  lost  the  elections 
of  1977. 

Yet,  the  anti-Congress  coalition 
that  assumed  power  in  1977  was  split 
into  factions,  with  its  leaders, 
Morarji  Desai,  Charan  Singh,  Jag- 
jrvan  Ram  and  A.B.  Vajpayee, 
weak  and  disunited.  No  leader  of 
stature  emerged.  After  three  years 
of  crisis,  tbe  government  disinte- 
grated. 

The  elections  of  January  1980 
were  won  by  a reinvigorated 
Congress-I,  with  its  vote  back  to  45 
per  cent  (the  voting  strength  usual 
before  1977  and  yielding,  under  the 
majority/constituency  system  of 
elections,  a comfortable  parliamen- 
tary majority),  and  Indira  Gandhi 
resumed  die  premiership. 

DURING  THE  NEARLY  five 
years  of  her  renewed  rule,  however, 
Indira  seemed  to  have  lost  much  of 
bee  political  flair,  her  sore  tactical 
touch,  her  shrewd  judgment.  A cer- 
tain haughtiness,  a harsh,  arrogant 
impatience,  that  had  been  vaguely 
indicated  before,  became  more  pro- 
noanced;  these  were  traits  that  had 
been  noticeable  in  her  father,  Jawa- 
harlal Nehru,  too,  perhaps  engen- 
dered by  an  aristocratic  upbringing 
and  die  upper-class  life-style  culti-

vated  by  the  Nehru  family.  But  is 
Nehru's  case  they  were  mitigated  by 
his  charisma  and  his  love  for  the 
common  people. 

Indira  Gandhi  had  the  magic  of 
the  Nehru  name  - but  not  much 
personal  charisma.  She  appeared  at 
mass  meetings  - a must  in  Indian 
politics  - but  did  not  seem  to  have 
her  father’s  magic  contact  with  the 
n ses.  She  was  feared  and  re- 
si  - "ted,  but  not  loved. 

id  she  increasingly  made  politic- 
al nistakes.  Many  resented  her 
brash  grooming  of  her  younger  son, 
Sanjay.  who  proved  to  be  a ruthless 
politician,  as  her  successor  in  a new 
generation  of  the  Nehru  dynasty  (the 
fourth  if  one  counts  Jawaharial’s 
father,  Motilal,  who  was  very  prom- 
inent in  tbe  national  movement). 
And  when  Sanjay  died  in  an  accident 
in  1980,  she  made  relentless  efforts 
to  force  the  successor’s  mantle  on 
her  elder  son  Rajiv  - now  chosen  as 
her  successor  - although  at  first  he 
had  no  inclination  to  enter  politics. 
She  had  fib  retreat,  in  the  face  of 
popular  resistance,  from  a San  jay- 
fostered  campaign  for  compulsory 
sterilization  as  a means  to  reduce  the 
increase  of  population. 

- But  Indira’s  mam -Concern - dhd 
her  principal  errors  and  misc&efife- 
tions  - related  to  the  djums  and 
problems  6faais&fi&fj$  minority 
communities,  increasing  communal 
violence,  and  the  tension  between  an 
increasingly  centralist  Union  Gov- 
ernment at  the  centre  and  the  grow- 
ing autonomist  demands  of  the  states 
comprising  the  Union  of  India. 

As  Jawaharlal  Nehru's  last  years 
wete  embittered  by  the  disastrous 
war  with  China,  for  which  his  errors 
and  mis  judgments  bore  a heavy  re- 
sponsibility, so  his  daughter’s  last 
years  were  poisoned  by  these  vital 
internal  problems.  She  failed  to  con- 
ciliate the  conservative  Sikh  leaders 
when  there  was  still  time  to  do  so, 
until  extremist  Sikhs'  flogged  that 
sect  into  open  rebellion  which  she 
had  to  suppress  by  military  force  (an 
error  for  which  she  paid  with  her 
life).  She  found  no  way  to  halt  the 
vicious  communal  violence  which 


was  tearing  apart  the  state  of  Assam. 

And.  in  her  fervent  effort  to  en- 
sure her  party’s  victory  at  tbe  coining 
elections,  she  relentlessly  abused  the 
powers  of  tbe  central  government  to 
eliminate  state  governments  that  did 
not  loe  the  Congress  line  - in  Sik- 
kim, in  Kashmir  (where  she  suc- 
ceeded at  tbe  price  of  a bitter  loss  of 
prestige  and  popularity),  and  in 
Andhra  Pradesh  (where  she  failed 
and  had  to  retreat,  again  with  a 
critical.loss  of  lace). 

Moreover,  beyond  tbe  states  ruled 
by  noa-Congress  governments,  even 
state  chief  ministers  belonging  to  the 
Congress  or  its  allies  were  deeply 
dissatisfied  with  the  existing  division 
of  powers  between  the  centre  and 
the  states.  This  was  a vital  constitu- 
tional problem  that  cried  for  agreed 
new  patterns,  yet  Mrs.  Gandhi 
showed  little  sensitivity  or  under- 
standing of  the  need  for  new  solu- 
tions. 

And  yet,  despite  her  faults  and 
errors,  Indira  Gandhi  dominated  In- 
dia's political  life.  She  was  India's 
leader  - die  more  so  as  most  men 
around  her  in  the  government,  the 
Congress  Party  and  the  opposition, 
were  small  men. 

HOW  WILL  INDIA  fere  without 
her?  Will  Rajiv  Gandhi,  the  chosen 
heir  - with  no  political  experience 
and  no  record  of  leadership  - mea- 
sure up  to  the  heavy  task  that  has 
fallen  upon  his  shoulders?  Can 
Nehru’s  grandson  perpetuate  the 
Nehru  dynasty?  A first  political  test 
is  dose  at  hand:  elections,  if  not 
postponed,  are  due  to  be  held  in 
December  or  January. 

Can.  Congress  — no  doubt  with  a 
reduced  vote  - master  a parliamen- 
tary majority?  And  if  it  does,  will  its 
new  leaders  be  able  to  co-exist  and 
cooperate  with  those  states  ruled  by 
non-Congress  governments  and  to 
halt 'growing-  intex^coHnnupal : •con- 

fliot^auttBXOTiriBt-aepararisfciteDdpnB 

des  and  the  'spreading;  of  -violence 
and'tetforishr?'  ,ni  *v-  • 

Should  all  opposition  parties 
agree,  as  they  did  in  1977,  to  prevent 
splitting  the  anti-Congress  vote  and 
put  up  joint  candidates  in  all  consti- 
tuencies, they  might  win  die  elec- 
tions; so.  far,  prospects  for  such  an 
accord  seem  dim. 

India’s  immediate  political  future, 
without  Indira,  gives  cause  for  con- 
siderable concern.  All  options  are 
open  - including  some  frightening 
ones  - and  the  fete  of  unity  and 
democracy  in  the  world’s  largest 
democratic  country  hangs  in  the  ba- 
lance.

A LEX  U.K.  Company 
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THE  WAR  was  over.  The  German 
. oppressors  had  departed  and  so  had 
the  liberators,  leaving  Holland's 
economic,  financial  and  political  in- 
frastructures a shambles.  There  had 
been  heroic  resistance  by  the  few, 
yet  vast  fortunes  had  been  amassed 
from  loot,  collaboration  and  black- 
market  operations,  all  of  which 
made  the  Dutch  florin  a dubious 
quantity. 

T o compound  the  catastrophe,  the 
citizens  of  the  Dutch  colonial  empire 
derided  that  the  time  had  come  to 
exchange  the  yoke  of  the  foreign 
r*  oppressors  for  one  of  their  own. 

With  those  lucrative  links  severed, 
K the  halcyon  days  of  coupon-clipping 
were  at  an  end.  and  the  Dutch  nation 
tackled  the  Herculean  task  of  recon- 
struction. They  went  to  work  with  a 
ngeance. 

What  was  required  was  an  im- 
_ native,  courageous  plan,  that 
would  be  implemented  forthwith 
^nd  rigorously  enforced.  The  hour  of 
""  need  produced  the  man:  Prof.  Pieter 
"C  Lieftinck,  a 44-year-old  economist 
•:  and  left-of-centre  politician.  The  re- 
t suit  was  the  "Lieftinck  Plan” 
r*  approved  by  parliament  during  an 
- all-night  session  and  operative  as  of 
£ the  following  morning. 

The  plan  forced  the  hidden  lucre 
;;  from  underneath  the  matresses  (the 
£ Dutch  equivalent  of  our  Patam  bala- 
-.  ft?/,  under-tbe-tile  stash),  closed  all 
’'hank  accounts  for  scrutiny  and 
rationed  the  currency  in  circulation 
for  personal  use  - it  for  the  first 
week,  later  increased  to  £40  per 
week. 

Lieftinck  negotiated  a price  and 
wage  freeze  agreement  with  the  em- 
ployer’s federation  and  the  trade 
unions,  while  creating  a fiscal  en- 
forcement department  equipped 
with  the  necessary  powers  and  per- 
sonnel. In  individual  cases  deviation 
-jwas  still  possible,  but  only  with  gov- 
. . jjjmment  consent.

’Viing  of  Holland’s  postwar  recovery- 
-^Investment  was  cranked  up,  the 
shocking  rate  of  5.7  per  cent  infla-

•^Dutch  industry  became  highly  com- 
'tjpetitive  and  in  many  of  the  re- 
-equipped factories  the  60-hour 
.•^work-week  became  the  rule  rather 
—than  the  exception.  Lieftinck’s

^Dutch  economy  back  on  .an  even

WHEN  PIGS 
CAN  FLY

THE  COMPANY  is  a substantial 
one.  active  in  ship  construction  and, 
through  a subsidiary,  in  shipping.  Its 
general  manager  is  Kees,  an  old 
schoolfriend.  who  told  me  this  story. 

In  1946.  the  Company  employed 
some  500  at  their  headquarters.  In 
conformity  with  Dutch  custom,  cof- 
fee or  tea  was  served  around  11  a.m. 
and  again  in  the  afternoon,  complete 
with  a dry  biscuit.  The  Dutch  being  a 
frugal,  not  to  say  a parsimonious, 
people,  the  recipient  paid.  Em- 
ployees purchased  a booklet  of  25 
coupons  from  the  "canteen.”  each 
valid  for  one  cup  of  coffee/tea  plus  a 
biscuit.  The  charge  was  minimal. 

Ladies  known  as  ‘tea  fairies'  trun- 
dled their  tea  trolleys  from  office  to 
office,  dispensing  their  wares  and 
collecting  the  coupons,  which  were 
then  routed  via  the  canteen  (a  little 
cubby-hole  at  tbe  end  of  the  corri- 
dor) to  Accounts.  The  coupon  col- 
lection turned  what  was  basically  a 
‘pouring  operation'  into  a transac- 
tion, with  attending  banter  and  con- 
versational jocularities. 

Since  the  staff  considered  the 
supply  of  refreshments  a commercial 
transaction,  they  felt  free  to  order  as 
many  cups  as  they  wished  at  all  times 
during  working  hours.  These  multi- 
ple coffee  breaks  were  obviously  not 
conducive  to  the  construction  of 
ships. 

THIS  COMPANY'S  directorate, 
being  efficiency  minded,  retained 
the  famous  firm  of  Alfred  D.  Little 
to  monitor  the  firm's  performance, 
pass  judgement  and  suggest  money- 
saving modifications  and  innova- 
tions. One  of  those  inspections 
occurred  during  the  Lieftinck  Price- 
and- Wage -freeze. 

“Do  you  know  what  each  cup  of 
tea  costs  the  firm?”  the  efficiency 
controller  asked  Kees,  who  had  re- 
plied that  he  was  aware  that  die 
payment  was  only  a symbolic  one 
and  that  the  acutal  cost  might  well  be 


twice  the  amount.  "Twice?”,  the 
controller  said,  **I  have  news  for 
you.  Eight  times  is  more  like  it.” 

There  and  then  Kees  took  a deci- 
sion, and  instructed  the  people  con- 
cerned that  from  then  on  there 
would  be  one  refreshment  in  the 
morning  and  one  in  the  afternoon, 
free  of  charge.  No  service  at  other 
times.  A notice  to  that  effect  was 
posted  on  the  bulletin  board,  and 
everyone  was  happy. 

That  is,  everyone  but  the  inspec- 
tor from  the  Price  and  Wage  Reg- 
ulating Board  who,  having  seen  the 
notice,  asked  whether  the  company 
had  obtained  permission  to  make  the 
change.  Kees  replied  that  this  was  an 
‘internal  matter.’ 

The  inspector  said  “you  are  in 
contravention,”  and  be  read  Kees 
the  regulations  which  stipulated  that 
wages,  as  well  as  fringe  benefits, 
could  neither  be  raised  nor  lowered 
without  written  permission  from  the 
relevant  authorities. 

Among  the  long  list  of  possible 
fringe  benefits  was  an  item  "Re- 
freshments during  working  hours.” 
Kees  explained  that  the  measure  was 
part  of  an  efficiency  drive  and  might 
reduce  canteen  personnel. 

"Has  anyone  been  dismissed  as  a 
result  of  these  innovations?” 

Kees  answered  in  the  negative, 
and  tbe  inspector  pointed  out  that 
any  dismissals  also  had  to  be 
approved. 

“1  shall  report  the  contravention 
to  my  superiors.  You  will  be  hearing 
from  us.” 

"I’ll  tell  you  one  thing.  We  are  not 
going  back  to  tbe  old  coupon  sys- 
tem," Kees  said  defiantly. 

Three  weeks  later  there  was  a 
hearing  and  the  company,  pleading 
guilty,  was  fined  the  equivalent  of 
$15,000.  The  board  recommended 
that  in  this  instance  "permission  be 
granted  to  serve  free  cf  charge  re- 
freshments, to  wit  coffee  or  tea  plus 
dry  biscuit,  twice  daily  during  work- 


ing hours.”  The  union  representa- 
tive on  tiie  board  commended  the 
company  for  its  generous  and  huma- 
nitarian attitude  towards  the  work- 
force. 

After  the  hearing  the  inspector 
assured  Kees.  who  had  attended  for 
a lark,  that  there  was  nothing  per- 
sonal about  the  prosecution.  "You 
see.  sir.”  he  had  said  "it  starts  with 
cups  of  coffee  and  only  the  Lord 
knows  where  it  may  end." 

It  being  a cold  day  Kees  invited 
him  for  a refreshment  in  the  coffee- 
house next  door.  But  the  inspector 
declined. 

"It  might  be  misinterpreted."  he 
said.  “After  all.  I am  a public  ser- 
vant.” 

THE  POST-WAR  CRISIS  in  Hol- 
land was  trivial  compared  with  our 
self-inflicted  economic  and  financial 
chaos.  But' the  Dutch  were  willing  to 
shelve  party  and  personal  interests 
for  the  sake  of  survival. 

In  Israel,  three  months  after  the 
elections,  we  have  as  yet  no  oper- 
ational government,  nor  an  overall 
economic  plan.  let  alone  solutions. 
Our  parliamentarians  are  too  busy 
jockeying  for  cosy  seats  as  near  as 
possible  to  the  national  till.  That  this 
till  is  virtually  empty  seems  to  be  of 
no  immediate  concern. 

Whatever  plan  is  ultimately 
selected  it  will  have  to  include  a 
wage-and-price  restraint  if  not  an 
outright  freeze  or  even  a roD-back.  In 
order  for  such  a plan  to  have  a 
chance,  it  must  be  closely  monitored 
and  rigorously  enforced. 

Given  the  previous  governments' 
dismal  record  in  the  field  of  law 
enforcement,  Mr.  Kessar  listens  to 
Moda'i's  assuaging  words  with  a 
jaundiced  ear.  And  who  is  to  blame 
him?  The  new  dispensation  is  bound 
to  include  currency  control  (in 
Lilienblum  Street  they  are  already 
putting  the  champagne  on  ice). 
Young  educated  and  energetic 
Israelis  will  head  for  the  hills,  while 
rationing  of  whatever  commodity 
will  bring  colour  to  the  sallow  cheeks 
of  those  active  in  the  black  market. 
For,  as  we  all  know,  the  present 
government  has  neither  the  will  nor 
the  enforcement  apparano  make  tbe 
plan,  any  plan,  work. 

You  see.  Professor  Lieftinck  had 
one  thing  our  present  government 
totally  lacks:  credibility.  I for  one, 
will  believe  Mr.  Moda’i's  pious 
assurances  as  the  saying  goes  “when 
pigs,  can  fly.”

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"NOW  THE  LORD  said  to  Abra- 
ham, Get  thee  out  of  thy  country, 
anil  from  thy  kindred,  and  from  thy 
father’s  house,  unto  a land  that  I wiU 
show  thee"  (Gen.  12:1).  This  is 
where  the  biblical  story  really  be- 
gins. AH  that  we  have  read  until  now 
w^re  merely  broad  strokes  of  pre- 
historic episodes,  setting  the  stage 
fot  the  appearance  of  the  major 
character.  Even  when  we  get  to 
/graham,  the  hero  whom  we  are 
gfwig  to  accompany  from  now  on  in 
g&at  detail,  we  are  kept  almost  in 
tfig  dark  as  to  the  first  75  years  of  his 
live.  There  is  a brief  reference 
(11:31)  to  Abraham's  family, 
headed  by  his  father  Terah,  taking  a 
journey  to  the  land  of  Canaan,  but 
never  making  it,  as  they  get  stuck  in 
Hgran.  Are  they  the  first  noshrim,  as 
the  drop-outs  en  route  to  Israel  are 
called  now?  The  real,  detailed  story 
of'the  Bible,  however,  does  not  start 
uhtil  the  call  addressed  direct  to 
Abraham:  leave  your  country,  your 
family,  your  home,  and  go  to  a land 
yfet  unknown,  which  is  destined  to 
play  a central  role  in  the  drama  to  be 
ac]!ed  out  between  God  and  Israel. 

This  has  been  noted  by  many 
biblical  commentators.  One  of 
ifietn.  Prof.  Andre  Neher,  draws  our 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Hebrew 
Bjfcle  also  closes  1 300  years  later  on  ' 
tfe  same  note  of  going  up  to  the 
Eternised  Land  (Q  Giron.  36:23).  For 
the  people  of  Israel,  the  immanence 
of  God  in  this  world  is  inextricably 
linked  with  the  Land.  The  call 
addressed  to  Abraham  to  go  to  the* 
Land  is  so  meaningful  that  anything 
which  happened  in  his  life  up  to  this 
point  (and  on  which  Jewish  Mid-  . 
rashim  and  the  Koran  elaborate)  is 
totally  ignored.  This  juncture  is  of 
fundamental  significance  in  the  en- 
tire biblical  story. 

,^jn  the  words  of  one  of  the  most 
renowned  modem  Bible  scholars. 
E^A.  Speiser:  "The  story  com- 
mences with  one  individual,  and  ex- 
tends gradually  to  his  family,  then  to 
a people,  and  later  still  to  a nation. 
Yet.  it  is  not  to  be  the  tale  of 
individuals  or  a family  or  a people  as 
si(ch.  Rather,  it  is  to  be  the  story  of  a 
society  in  quest  of  an  ideal.  Abra- 
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ham's  call,  in  short,  marks  the  very 
beginning  of  the  biblical  process. ’’ 

Speiser  goes  on  to  comment 
(Anchor  Bible,  Genesis,  p.  88)  that 
"Abraham's  journey  to  the  Prom- 
ised Land  was  thus  -no  routine  ex- 
pedition of  several  hundred  miles. 
Instead,  it  was  the  start  of  an  epic 
voyage  in  search  of  spiritual  truth,  a 
quest  that  was  to  constitute  the  cen- 
tral theme  of  all  biblical  history." 

What  has  to  be  emphasized  here  is 
tbat  although  this  was  "a  voyage  in 
search  of  spiritual  troth,"  it  was 
□ever  seen  (at  least  in  Jewish  tradi- 
tion) as  a journey  only  in  the  spir- 
itual sense,  but  rather  as  a very 
down-to-earth  attachment  to  an 
actual  land. 

God  did  not  tell  Abraham  from 
the  start  which  land  he  was  to  go  to. 
How.  then,  did  Abraham  know  tbat 
he  had  reached  his  destination? 

Rabbi  Levi,  a third  century  rabbi, 
gives  us  the  answer  in  Midrash  Rab- 
ba  (39:8): 

“When  Abraham  was  travelling 
through  Aram  Naharaim  and  Aram 
Nabor,  he  saw  their  inhabitants  eat- 
ing and  drinking  and  ravelling.  ‘May 
my  portion  not  be  in  this  country,’  he 
exclaimed.  But  when  he  reached  the 
promontory  of  Tyre  and  saw  them 
engaged  in  weeding  and  hoeing  at 
the  proper  season,  he  exclaimed, 
‘would  that  my  portion  might  be  in 
this  country!'  Said  the  Holy  One, 
blessed  be  He,  to  him  (Gen.  15:18): 
‘Unto  thy  seed  have  I given  feis 
land.’” 

Ever  since  then,  ‘‘this  land"  has 
remained  for  the  people  of  Israel, 
been  tied  with  equal  intensity,  to 


both  the  spiritual  and  the  earthly 
dimensions. 

ACCORDING  TO  most  Jewish  au- 
thorities. the  call  to  Abraham  to  go 
to  the  land  is  stiii  valid  today  and  is 
addressed  to  every  Jew  as  a religious 
commandment.  Newcomers  to  the 
Land  of  Israel  must  face  the  reality 
of  day-to-day  living,  and  not  “spir- 
itualize" it  into  a mystical  Promised 
Land  lying  somewhere  beyond  hu- 
man reach. 

Abraham  had  to  undergo,  as  his 
descendants  do  today,  all  the  havlei 
klitn,  the  absorption  pangs,  of  a 
new  oleh.  Not  without  justification  is 
his  aliya  to  the  land  considered  the 
first  of  the  10  trials  he  had  to  endure 
in  order  to  be  qualified  to  become 
the  founder  of  the  people  of  God.  A 
trial  it  was.  not  only  because  of  the 
hardships  of  the  journey  itself  (had 
be  travelled  rhe  same  route  today,  he 
would  have  needed  no  fewer  than 
five  visas:  Turkish.  Syrian. 
Lebanese.  Jordanian  and  Israeli,  in- 
volving countless  encounters  with 
usually  unfriendly  and  mostly  ineffi- 
cient bureaucrats),  but  also  because 
of  the  adjustment  he  had  to  make  to 
living  conditions  in  the  country, 
which  were  so  different  from  those 
to  which  he  was  accustomed  in  his 
“old  country." 

Contrary  to  the  traditional  por- 
trayal of  the  patriarch  Abraham  as  a 
sheep-breeding  nomad,  recent 
archeological  discoveries  in  Ur  of 
the  Chaldees,  the  city  Abraham 
came  from,  give  us  a completely 
different  picture  of  the  countrv  and 
the  parental  home  he  was  command- 


ed to  leave.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
second  millennium  BCE.  it  is  now 
established.  Ur  was  “a  powerful, 
prosperous,  colourful  and  busy 
capital  city."  It  was  from  this  centre 
of  pagan  culture  that  Abraham  was 
to  cut  himself  off  in  order  to  establish 
the  new  model  society  in  the  Land  of 
Promise. 

If  Terah.  who  was.  as  we  know,  a 
manufacturer  of  idols,  was  a typical 
patrician  homeowner  in  Ur.  his 
house  must  have  fitted  the  following 
description  by  a biblical  archeolog- 
ist: 

“A  large,  two  storey  villa  with  13 
or  14  rooms.  The  lower  flat  was 
solidly  built  of  burned  brick:  the 
upper  flat,  of  mud  brick.  The  walls 
were  neatly  coated  with  plaster  and 
whitewashed... A visitor  would  pass 
through  the  door  into  a small  en- 
trance haU  where  there  was  a basin  to 
wash  the  dust  off  hands  and  feet.  He 
then  continued  into  the  inner  court, 
which  was  attractively  paved,  round 
it  were  grouped  the  reception  room, 
the  kitchen,  living  rooms  and  private 
rooms,  and  rhe  domestic  chapel.  Up 
a stone  staircase,  which  concealed  a 
lavatory,  the  visitor  would  reach  a 
gallery  from  which  branched  off  the 
rooms  belonging  to  members  of  the 
family  and  the  guest  rooms." 

Moving  from  all  this  to  a tent  in 
Beersheba  or  Hebron  demanded  a 
very  big  adjustment.  It  meant  aban- 
doning the  unlimited  opportunities 
of  cultural  life  in  the  big  city,  having 
to  spend  hours  at  an  ulpan.  and  on 
top  of  it  all  becoming  involved  in  the 
complicated  religious  life  of  the 
country. 

Going  to  the  Promised  Land  was 
certainly  no  pleasure-trip  for  Abra- 
ham. but  we  may  assume  that  he 
took  it  in  stride  and  did  not  complain 
too  much,  being  aware  that  he  had 
“to  move  away  from  the  house  of  his 
father  in  order  to  get  to  the  house  of 
his  father  in  heaven,  which  could  be 
reached  only  in  the  Land  of  Israel." 
(Midrash.  Tora  Shlema  12:35). 

The  Tora  reading  for  this  Sabbath 
(November  3)  is  Lekh  Lehkha  (Gen. 
12:1-17:27).  Rabbi  Peli  is  professor 
of  Jewish  thought  and  literature  at 
Ben-Gurion  University.

ti&was  supposed  to  be. 

^Nor  is  the  apparent  intent  to 
gouge  the  visitor  to  be  found  only  in 
fee  private  sector.  The  airport  tax. 
set  by  the  Transport  Ministry  at  $10 
is  one  of  the  highest  in  the  world.  In 
Athens  the  fee  is  $1  and  other 
tourist-oriented  countries  have  eli- 
minated it. 

■ .The  landing  fees  for  airplanes, 
which  are  included  in  the  cost  of  the 
passenger’s  air  ticket,  are  60  to  70 
per-cent  higher  than  in  other  tourist 
destinations.'  ~ r- 

-The- Tourism  Ministry  says  it  is 
drawing  up  a list  of  comparative 
tourist  prices  in  Israel  and  other 
holiday  countries.  But  one  continues 
to  hear  stories  from  returning 
Israelis  about  $10  hotel  rooms  in 
Nice  or  a dinner  for  two  in  Florence 
tbat  came  to  512. 

Despite  all  this,  tourism  circles  are 
convinced  that  it  should  be  possible 
to  double  the  number  of  tourists 
visiting  Israel  by  investing  more 
fends  in  marketing  abroad.  Henri 
Shalem.  president  of  the  Travel 
Agents  Association,  notes  tbat  both . 
the  hotels  and  the  infrastructure 
could  absorb  another  million  tour- 
ists. bringing  the  state  another  $1 
billion  in  added  value  when  it  de- 
sgarately  needs  foreign  currency. 

It  was,  therefore,  rather  startling 
to  learn,  just  a few  weeks  ago,  that 
the  Tourism  Ministry  budget  for 
advertising  in  the  U.S-  bad  run  out 
for  this  fiscal  year.  Ephraim  Dinur, 
head  of  tourism  promotion  for  the 


ministry,  explained  mat  nis  depart- 
ment had,  in  fact,  spent  the  rands 
allocated  for  this  purpose  and  was 
now  waiting  for  Treasury  approval 
for  fends  to  be  spent  in  the  U.S.  this 
winter  on  encouraging  Americans  to 
visit  Israel  next  summer. 

Dinar  says  that  experience  has 
shown  that  when  such  advertising  is 
increased,  so  is  the  number  of  visi- 
tors. A recent  campaign,  he  said, 
brought  an  additional  40,000  Amer- 
icans. According  to  the  estimate  feat 
.each  such  tourist  spends  $800  here, 
the  amount  coming- m to  Israel  was 
$32  million. 

But  not  all  money  for  advertising 
is  utilized,  The  fends  allocated  by 
the  government  to  match  advertising 
campaigns  conducted  by  the  private 
sector  are  hardly  touched.  Shalem 
says  that  these  funds  are  so  bound  up 
with  red  tape,  it  is  hardly  worthwhile 
trying  to  take  advantage  of  them. 

Dinur  points  out  that  the  Amer- 
ican market  is  especially  lucrative  in 
comparison  with  the  European. 
Tourists  from  Europe  are  given  dis- 
counts by  their  travel  agencies  and 
airlines  to  compensate  for  the  lo- 
wered value  of  their  currencies  due 
to  recent  fluctuations  of  the  world 
money  market- 

But  though  all  - government  offi- 
cials and  the  private  sector  alike  - 
are  aware  that  they  could  attract 
many  more  visitors  by  offering  just  a 
little  more,  they  still  don't  seem  able 
to  organize  themselves  to  do  so. 

They’re  still  more  interested  in 
selling  that  second  bottle  of  wine. 
This  is  the  last  in  a series  of  three  articles. 
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For  the  Bank  of  Israel,  too,  IDB  at 
least  represents  "the  devil  it  knows," 
apd  is  thus  preferable  to  the  entry  of 
an  unknown  outsider.  It  is  well 
known  that  fee  central  bank  was  far 
fftim  happy  when  the  Gil-Kimche 
group  emerged  as  the  prospective 
buyers  of  Danot.  Indeed,  some, 
observers  believe  feat  the  bank  laid 
down  especially  tough  conditions  as 
a~precaution  against  possible  misuse 
of  fee  powers  that  control  of  fee  First 
International  would  give  Gil  and 
Kimche. 

.IDB.  in  short,  is  the  [east  bad 
choice  for  all  the  parties  involved.

$10  million.  For  this,  IDB  is  seeking 
to  buy  the  control  of  Danot  from  fee 
original  group  of  investors,  led  by 
N|osevics.  This  price  indicates  fee- 
decline  in  the  fortunes  of  Danot, 
since  fee  proposed  deal  with  fee 
CSil-Kimche  investor  group  - whose 
cOUapse' earlier  this  week  sparked 
tlje  present  developments -involved 
the  payment  of  $30m.  over  four 
years,  for  only  21  per  cent  of  the 
scares  of  the  founder's  group. 

1 However,  what  is  up  for  sale?  On 
die  one  hand,  fee  highly  successful 
afrd  profitable  First  International 
Bank,  of  which  IDB  already  owns 
a fiout  33  per  cent,  through  Discount 
Ejank.  PEC  Israel  Economic  Cor- 
ration , and  other  subsidiaries,  and 
which  the  Danot  deal  will  allow 
Recanati  group  to  achieve  over- 
control. 

* On  the  other  hand,  the  rest  of  fee 
Jdanot  group  is  as  far  from  a success 
sfcoiy  as  is  imaginable.  The  parent 
company,  Danot  Investments,  lost 
$?0m.  last  year,  and  S5m.  more  tn 
lie  first  half  of  1984,  after  strenuous 
efforts  to  stem  its  josses.  Its  total 
cfebts  are  a matter  for  speculations. 
Some  sources  put  them  as  high  as 
3&0-40m.  while  others  said  $20-25m. 
was  a more  accurate  estimate. 


The  IDB  negotiators  will,  there- 
fore, be  checking  fee  true  state  of 
Danot’s  business  and  financial  posi- 
tion very  closely,  before  putting  pen 
to  paper.  But  whatever  terms  are 
drawn  up  will  be  closely  scrutinized 
by  the  Bank  of  Israel, 

The  deal,  however,  is  not  in  fee 
bag,  even  if  (he  buyers  and  sellers 
agree  on  terms.  The  reason  is  the 
insistence  of  fee  Bank  of  Israel  tbat 
the  management  of  the  First  Interna- 
tional remain  separate  from  and  in- 
dependent of  feat  of  Discount  - even 
though  fee  Recanati  family  will  con- 
trol both  through  IDB.  This  is  a veiy 
subtle  problem  and  its  resolution  is 
the  reason  that  the  deal  was  not 
wrapped  up  yesterday. 

Even  fee  IDB  management  recog- 
nizes feat,  for  its  own  good  as  much 
as  feat  of  First  International,  there 
is  no  point  in  simply  merging  the 
smaller  bank  into  fee  larger,  for  its 
uniqueness  would  thereby  be  lost  - 
and  its  dynamism  and  profitability 
wife  it. 

Only  when  this  fundamental  point 
is  sorted  out  to  the  Bank  of  Israel's 
satisfaction  - and'  trust  and  confi- 
dence are  likely  to  play  as  large  a 
part  in  this  as  the  exact  legal  for- 
mulation of  fee  agreement  - will  fee 
purchase  of  Danot  by  IDB  be  able  to 
reach  completion.

indirectly  ro  the  U.S.,  that  it  will  not 
deploy  its  forces  southwards  from 
their  present  positions  in  Lebanon 
after  Israel  withdraws,  and  that  Syria 
will  prevent  the  PLO  from  returning 
to  the  areas  evacuated  by  Israel,  just 
as  it  has  managed  to  prevent  all  PLO 
activity  against  Israel  from  the 
Golan  Heights. 

“Syria  is  not  and  will  never  be 
responsible  for  Israel’s  security,” 
Khaddam  said.  “On  the  contrary, 
we  will  continue  to  support  all  strug- 
gles that  aim  at  restoring  to  ’fee' 
Arabs  thejrnationai  rights  in  Pales- 
tine." 

There  are  indications,  however, 
that  Khaddam ’s  remarks  on  this 
issue  were  designed  primarily  to  pre- 
empt any  Arab  accusation  that  Syria 
would  be  prepared  to  rein  in  the 
FLO  to  accommodate  Israel  - some- 
thing that  Damascus  could  not  com- 
mit itself  to  publicly. 

The  Syrians  have  reportedly  made 
it  plain,  however,  to  Jemayel  and 
possibly  also  to  U.S.  Undersecretary 
Richard  Murphy  when  he  visited 
Damascus  six  weeks  ago,  feat  they 
would  in  fact  take  steps  to  prevent 
the  return  of  "disruptive  elements" 
to  the  south  when  Israel  leaves. 

This,  however,  is  not  at  present 
fee  main  issue.  More  to  fee  point  are 
fee  questions  of  Syria’s  position  on 
the  role  General  Antoine  Lahad's

According  to  agency  reports  from 
Beirut,  Khaddam  touched  on  neith- 
er of  these  points. 

Beirut  has  cot  announced  the 
composition  of  its  delegation.  But 
western  diplomatic  sources  in  Beirut 
said  two  senior-officers  front-each 
ride  would  probably  meet  in  the, 
presence  of  Unifil’s  Irish  comman- 
der, General  William  Callaghan,  or 
his  deputy. 

Khaddam  said  that  in  Syria’s  view 
fee  talks  would  be  held  under  a 1949 
Israel -Lebanese  mixed  armistice 
commission  (MAC).

Some 
shouted:  “Sikhs  should  be  des- 
troyed” as  they  chased  fee  group  of 
15-20  Sikhs  away.

per  cent  less  than  in  October  1983.

IN  1948.  WHEN  The  Jerusalem  Post 
launched  fee  first  Hanukka  Toy 
Fund  to  bring  some  joy  to  immigrant 
children  whose  first  Hanukka  in  the 
fledgling  State  of  Israel  was  experi- 
enced in  fee  dreary  environs  of  fee 
transit  camps,  there  were  few  toy 
shops  in  fee  country. 

Even  children 
born  in  the  yishuv 
and  growing  np  in 
better  circumst- 
ances than  those 
of  the  transit 
camps,  often  went 
without  toys  and 
games  because 
they  were  not 
readily  available.  Of  those  who  did 
have  them,  many  selflessly  parted 
with  the  treasures  sent  by  relatives 
living  abroad,  so  that  less  fortunate 
children  could  also  derive  pleasure 
from  them. 

Transit  camps  are  now  history  and 
toy  shops  all  over  fee  country  have 
wonderful  stocks  of  simple  and  soph- 
isticated toys.  But  there  are  still 
thousands  of  Israeli  children  who 
don't  know  what  it  means  to  have  a 
brand  new  toy.  Born  into  economi- 
cally deprived  families,  they  lead  a 
hand-me-down  existence,  wearing 
clothes  which  other  children  have 
outgrown;  playing  with  broken  toys 
which  other  children  have  discarded 
and  studying  out  of  second-  and 
third-hand  text  books. 

Many  of  these  children  are  placed 
in  institutions,  which  welfare  author- 
ities sometimes  consider  to  be  more 
beneficial  than  living  in  a troubled 
borne  and  a slum  district  shadowed 
by  hopelessness.  Bnt  in  an  institu- 
tion, yon  seldom  have  anything  new 
to  call  your  own.  In  an  attempt  to 
ameliorate  this  situation,  or  at  least 
in  part.  The  Jerusalem  Post  Toy 
Fund  over  fee  years  changed  fee 
nature  of  its  campaign . 

By  concentrating  on  frmd-raising 
instead  of  collecting  new  and  used 
toys.  The  Jerusalem  Post  has  been 
able  to  make  arrangements  wife 
wholesale  and  retail  suppliers  of  toys 
and  games  for  appreciable  discounts 
for  bulk  purchases. 

Representatives  of  institutions  re- 
commended by  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  and  Social  Affairs  place 
orders  wife  selected  suppliers  in 
accordance  with  the  immediate 
needs  of  each  institution. 

Hnge  boxes  of  new  toys  and  games 
are  delivered  to  institutions  and  chil- 
dren’s wards  of  government  hospitals 
in  time  for  Hanukka  and  Christmas. 

The  economic  crisis  in  which  the 
country  currently  finds  itself  will 
force  greater  budgetary  restrictions  .

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ALMOST  EXACTLY  a year  ago. 
98-year-old  Samuel  Borden  of  Jeru- 
salem made  a IS606.024  contribu- 
tion to  fee  'Forsake  Me  Not’  cam- 
paign for  fee  Aged  wife  fee  stipula- 
tion tbat  it  be  used  for  a Jerusalem- 
based  project. 

Only  a few  days  after  making  the 
contribution,  Borden  took  ill  and 
died  without  ever  knowing  how  his 
gift  had  been  utilized.  Borden  was 
blessed  by  a loving  family  and  finan- 
cial independence.  But  more  than 
that,  he  did  not  suffer  from  fee 
burdens  of  old  age.  He  did  not  have 
to  endure  any  chronic  illness.  He  was 
not  confined  to  his  bed.  His  body 
was  not  deformed  by  arthritis  or  any 
of  the  other  crippling  ailments  which 
impede  mobility.  His  mind  was  alert; 
he  was  physically  fit  and  he  was  able 
to  take  care  of  bis  own  needs. 

A staunch  Zionist,  he  first  came  to 
this  country  from  America  in  1927. 
He  was  a personal  friend  of  many  of 
fee  Labour  leaders  whose  memories 
are  today  perpetuated  in  street 
names  across  fee  country.  He  finally 
came  to  settle  in  1968  and  became 
active  in  the  Histadrut  Pensioners 
Club.  Gregarious  and  keenly  in- 
terested in  other  people,  he  brought 
a young  spirit  to  fee  dub,  even 
though  he  was  its  oldest  member. 

Some  of  his  fellow  retirees,  unlike 
Borden,  were  ignored  by  their  chil- 
dren and  grandchildren.  It  was  wit- 
nessing this  neglect  and  the  effect 
that  it  had  on  people  who  had  sacri- 
ficed to  give  their  off-spring  oppor- 
tunities which  they  themselves  had 
been  denied,  which  prompted  him  to 
make  a handsome  gift  to  ‘Forsake 
Me  Not.’ 

After  much  thought,  the  money 
was  transferred  to  Yad  Sarah  which 
provides  ambulances,  medical 
equipment,  rehabilitation  services 
and  general  assistance  to  fee  sick  and 
infirm. 

Among  Yad  Sarah’s  many  com- 
mendable projects  is  a laundry  ser- 
vice for  the  bed-ridden.  This  service 
presently  caters  on  a regular  basis  for 
some  65  people  unable  to  fend  for 
themselves,  bnt  over  the  past  year 
bas  supplied  dean  pyjamas,  bedding 
and  towels  to  175  people. 

Yad  Sarah's  volunteers  visit  the 
homes  of  fee  sick  two  or  three  times 
a week  to  remove  soijpd ^laun^ry  ;and 
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. turning  devaluation  of  the  shekel  and 
ever  spiralling  costs  will  cause  all 
institutions  to  become  more  reliant 


on  public  generosity.

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Weird  world  of  collectors 


GERD  HEIDEMANN  concedes 
Chat  buying  Hennann  Goering's  riv- 
er yacht,  the  "Carin  II.”  was  prob- 
ably his  undoing. 

The  former  Stem  magazine  repor- 
ter bought  the  boat,  replete  with 
gold-plated  faucets  in  its  bathrooms 
and  a double-width  toilet  seat  for  the 
corpulent  Nazi  leader’s  posterior,  in 
1973  for  $55,000.  During  the  next 
decade  he  poured  ten  times  that 
much  into  the  vessel  in  order  to  keep 
it  afloat. 

Though  Heidemanns  ownership 
of  the  yacht  kept  him  permanently  in 
debt,  it  also  introduced  him  to  an 
array  of  former  big-time  Nazis,  ex- 
SS  generals  and  collectors  of  so- 
catled  "tangible  history”  of  the 
Third  Reich.  Indirectly  it  also  trig- 
gered one  of  the  biggest  hoaxes  in 
journalistic  history:  Stern  maga- 
zine's purchase,  for  $4m..  and  pub- 
lication last  year  of  Adolf  Hitler's 
fake  diaries. 

Heidemann.  52.  the  reporter  who 
claimed  to  have  “discovered”  the 
"diaries."  is  now  on  trial  in  Ham- 
burg along  with  Konrad  Kujau.  46, 
the  Stuttgart  commercial  artist  and 
antiques  dealer  who  freely  confesses 
and  proudly  boasts  that  he  counter- 
feited all  60  volumes  of  them.  Both 
men  are  charged  with  fraud. 

Whatever  the  trial  has  revealed 
about  Heidemann  and  Kujau  or  the 
practice  of  chequebook  journalism, 
it  has  thrown  a sharp  light  on  the 
weird  world  of  collectors  of  Nazi 
memorabilia  in  which  both  men 
moved. 

Both  Heidemann  and  Kujau  were 
collectors. 

Among  his  other  “treasures"  .be- 
sides the  yacht,  Heidemann  counts  a 
sketch  of  Hitler's  mistress  Eva 
Braun  showing  her  “nude  from  the 
back"  and  the  pistol  with  which  the 
Nazi  Fuehrer  reputedly  committed 
suicide  in  the  Reich  Chancellory 
bunker  in  Berlin. 

Kujau's  “gems”  included  uni- 
forms that  belonged  to  Hitler.  Goer- 
ing.  Heinrich  Himmler  and  Field 
Marshal  Erwin  Rommel.

THE  CRAZE  is  by  no  means  res- 
tricted to  Germany.  On  the  con- 
trary. some  of  the  biggest  and  richest 
collectors  are  in  the  U.S.  and  Great 
Britain.  Among  the  “kings"  are 
Keith  Wilson.  56.  an  Independence. 
Missouri  lawyer;  Dr.  Donald  Dies- 
telhorst,  41.  a Chicago  physician: 
and  79-vear-old  Lord  Bath,  who  has 
turned  the  library  of  his  country 
mansion.  Longleat.  into  a private 
museum  of  swastika  flags,  stan- 
dards. Hitler  busts  and  other  Third 
Reich  trinkets. 

What  some  consider  a mania  and 
others  defend -as  an- “innocent- hob- 
by” is  at  any  rate  a big  and  lucrative 
business.  At  a recent  auction  in 
Munich,  where  one  of  the  world’s 
largest  “militaria"  specialty  holises. 
Hermann  Hislorica  Co.,  is  located. 
S100.000  worth  of  Nazi  era  objects 
came  under  the  hammer  in  a couple 
of  hours  of  lively  bidding. 

Among  the  objects  sold:  the  cer- 
tificate awarding  Major  General 
Bruno  von  Hauenschiid  an  oak  leaf 
cluster  to  his  Knight's  Cross,  signed 
by  Hitler  and  valued  at  S6.500:  a 
pen-and-ink  sketch  by  Hitler  of  a 


fireplace  mantlepiece.  certified  as 
genuine  by  Albert  Speer,  worth 
S1.60U;  and  Goering's  toiletry  set. 
consisting  of  hairbrush,  comb  and 
hand-mirror,  which  went  for  SI  .0U0. 

But  even  objects  that  were  toys 
and  kitschy  souvenirs  in  their  time 
fetch  handsome  prices.  A “patriotic 
ashtray"  in  the  shape  of  a Wehr- 
macht  helmet  with  swastika  emblem 
went  for  $65  and  a miniature  plastic 
figure  of  Hitler  “with  movable  right 
arm  so  that  it  can  give  the  proper 
salute”  went  to  another  bidder  for 
$60. 

To  be  sure,  the  fad  has  elements  of 
thrill  similar  to  drinking  moonshine 
whisky  during  prohibition  days  be- 
cause. officially  it  is  all  strictly  ivr- 
boten  in  West  Germany.  Paragraph* 
86  of  the  penal  code  prohibits  trade 
in  medals  and  badges  bearing  the 
swastika  emblem.  All  other  objects 
with  swastikas  or  other  Nazi  symbols 
on  them  - caps,  helmets,  uniform 
jackets,  armbands,  flags,  daggers, 
trophies,  to  name  but  a few  of  those 
in  circulation  - are  considered  con- 
traband if  used  for  propaganda  pur- 
poses or  public  display  other  than  in 
collections  officially  certified  as  ‘sci- 
entific and  historical."  Violations 
are  punishable  by  up  to  three  years' 
imprisonment. 


But  like  many  laws  it  is  simply 
broken,  and  the  terms  “scientific" 
and  “historical"  can  be  flexibly  in- 
terpreted. 


THERE'S  hardly  a city  in  the  coun- 
try without  at  least  one  antique  or 
junk  shop  selling  Nazi  medals  and 
badges  in  an  obscure  comer  of  its 
display  window  or  under  the  scratch- 
ed and  dusty  glass  of  some  counter. 
One  in  Munich  has  found  a fig-leaf 
solution  to  the  legality  problem.  It 
discreetly  pastes  price  tags  over  the 
swastikas.  Another  store,  only  a few 
doors  away,  known  for  one  of  the 
largest  collections  of  Third  Reich 
junk,  insists  stanchly  that  all  items 
are  for. lending  only  - “to  theatres 
and  movie  companies:"  — •-  - - 


Wolfgang  Hermann  of  Hermann 
Historica  maintains  that  “all  our 
buyers  are  either  museums  or  pri- 
vate individuals  who  are  building  up 
collections  of  contemporary  his- 
tory.” 


Four  years  ago.  however,  investi- 
gators of  the  Munich  prosecutor’s 
office  raided  the  Hermann  auction 
house  and  impounded  its  list  of  deal- 
ers. suppliers  and  customers.  Subse- 
quently the  homes  and  shops  of  80 
dealers  were  searched.  A dozen  of 


them  were  eventually  tried  and  sent- 
enced to  token  fines. 

Only  once  has  a West  German 
court  meted  out  a heavy  fine.  That 
was  in  1977  in  Lueneburg  where 
Lothar  Hartung,  a dealer "m  Nazi 
objects  and  member  of  the  radical- 
rightist  National  Democratic  party, 
was  dunned  S2.500  for  "using,  dis- 
playing and  distributing”  Nazi  insig- 
nia. Hartung  has  since  moved  his 
operation  to  Austria,  where  there 
are  no  such  restrictions  on  his  trade, 
and  reputedly  does  most  of  his  busi- 
ness with  collectors  in  the  U.S. 

Ironically,  it  was  in  the  U.S.  and 
due  to  Americans  that  the  whole 
craze  got  started.  GIs  collected  the 
gewgaws,  kitsch,  insignia  and  uni- 
forms of  the  Nazi  era  as  trophies.. 
They  scoured  the  countryside  on  the 
lookout  for  SS  daggers,  swastika 
flags,  and  countless  other  souvenirs 
of  the  Third  Reich.  The  rush  to 
collect  was  so  great  that  the  supply  of 
genuine  items  was  soon  exhausted, 
and  enterprising  Germans  began 
flooding  tbe  market  with  fakes  and 
counterfeits,  replicas  and  copies. 

To  this  day  replicas  and  copies 
play  an  important  role  in  the  collec- 
tors' world.  They  are  made  legiti- 
mately by  several  of  the  companies 
in  Austria  and  Germany  that  manu- 
factured medals,  badges  and  uni- 
form insignia  during  the  Third  Reich 
and  are  still  in  the  insignia  and 
medal-making  business  today. 

Among  them  are  A.  and  E.  Adler 
Co.  and  Deschler  and  Son.  both  of 
Munich,  who  possess  original  molds 
and  make  copies  which  they  sell  as 
such,  identifying  them  with  a current 
hallmark. 

“Copies  and  counterfeits  have 
considerable  value  too.”  says  Fritz 
Stiefel.  66,  a West  German  collector 
who  now  concedes  ruefully  that  be 
may  be  the  owner  of  the  world's 
biggest  collection  of  Nazi  and  Hitle- 
rian fakes.  His  principal  supplier 
over  many  years  was  none  other  than 
Stuttgart  dealer  Konrad  Kujau. 

In  fact,  it  was  through  Stiefel  that 
Stem  magazine's  Gerd  Heidemann 
was  initially  introduced  to  Kujau  and 
tempted  by  the  tale  of  Hitler  diaries 
allegedly  flown  out  of  beleagured 
Berlin  in  the  waning  days  of  World 
War  II  abroad  a transport  plane  that 
crashed  near  Dresden  in  what  is  now 
East  Germany. 

As  Heidemann  began  delivering 
the  mysteriously  recovered  "di- 
aries” to  Stem  magazine's  offices  in 
Hamburg  in  1982  and  early  1983, 
editors  of  course  insisted  on  check- 
ing their  authenticity.  Original  Hit- 
ler documents  being  rare,  since  the 
Fuehrer  put  little  in  writing.  Fritz 
Stiefel's  collection  was  used  to  comr 
pace  scripts  andaignatures.  ...  :- 

Handwriting  experts  left  no  doubt 
that  the  penmanship  of  the  "diaries’' 
was  identical  to  that  of  the  Hitler 
letters  and  documents  that  Stiefel 
owned. 

They  were  originals,  alright.  Ori- 
ginal Konrad  Kujau. 

Does  Stiefel  feel  duped?  "Not  at 
all.”  he  told  the  court.  "Herr  Kujau 
is  probably  the  most  talented  coun- 
terfeiter in  the  world.  The  many 
works  of  his  that  I have  in  my 
collection  will  surely  rise  in  value 
over  the  next  few  vears.”

Thus,  a weekly  gain 
of  7 per  cent  is  no  more  than  keeping 
up  with  the  rate  of  inflation,  and  on 
this  basis,  most  shares  - including 
the  bank  shares  this  time  - failed  to 
keep  pace.  For  the  full  month  of 
October,  however,  the  Securiteam 
statistics  quoted  in  this  column 
yesterday  show  that  the  bank  shares 
managed  a monthly  rise  well  in  ex- 
cess of  both  the  dollar  and  the  antici- 
pated index.

38  per  cent  of  the  whole  of 
the  “free”  market  and  11  per  cent  of 
the  entire  share  market 

One  of  the  curiosities  of  the  cur- 
rent state  of  the  market  is  the  ludic- 
rously low  value  it  places  on  some 
first-class  companies.  Thus  it  is 
amusing  to  note  that  IDB  Develop- 
ment, valued  at  $58m,  is  about  to 
gain  control  ( through  Danot)  of  the 
first  International  Bank  - which  is 
valued  at  S51m.!  Similarly,  the  giant 
conglomerate  Koor  has  a lower 
■ worth  - $28m.  - than  the  tiny  North 
American  Bank  - $34m.

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India:  A new  flash  point 


INDIA  was  a creation  of  the  British  raj;  the  subcontinent  had 
never  been  a unified  political  entity  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the 
British  empire  builders. 

So  was  Indian  democracy  a creation  of  the  British,  be- 
queathed to  the  English-educated  Hindu  elites  who  took  over 
the  country  and  have  ruled  it  since  independence  in  1947, 
shortly  before  Israel  won  its  own  independence. 

The  remarkable  twin  achievements  of  the  men,  and  woman, 
who  have  ruled  India  in  the  subsequent  37  years,  have  been  the 
maintenance  of  Indian  political  unity  and  the  preservation, 
although  troubled,  of  the  main  aspects  of  Western-style  Indian 
democracy. 

Neither’ was  an  easy  task.  The  second  most  populous  country 
in  the  world,  with  over  three  quarters  of  a billion  people.  India 
is  a federation  divided  into  22  states  and  additional  territories 
which  encompass  scores  of  separate  peoples  and  hundreds  of 
tribal  groups  speaking  close  to  900  languages  and  major 
dialects. 

These  differences  are  further  criss-crossed  and  aggravated  by 
deeply  imbedded  religious  divisions  between  Moslems  and 
Hindus  and  other  religious  groups  and  by  primordial  segmenta- 
tion into  castes  among  the  majority  Hindu  population. 

The  maintenance  of  India's  political  unity  and  the  incorpora- 
tion of  over  500  princely  states  into  its  modem  framework  was 
largely  due  to  the  political  genius  of  its  first  Prime  Minister. 
Jawaharlal  Nehru,  the  father  of  Indira  Gandhi. 

Indira,  a domineering  personality  who  brooked  no  opposi- 
tion and  who  was  groomed  to  the  succession  by  her  father,  was 
as  devoted  as  Nehru  to  the  cause  of  Indian  unity. 

Her  assassination  at  the  hands  of  two  of  her  Sikh  bodyguards 
was  a consequence  of  the  frenzied  Sikh  emotions  unleashed  by 
her  hard-handed  policy  that  was  intended  to  nip  in  the  bud  what 
she  saw  as  an  incipient  movement  of  Sikh  separatism. 

In  her  drive  to  shore  up  India's  unity  and  to  strengthen  the 
power  of  her  central  government  over  the  competing  political 
claims  of  the  state  governments  and  separatist  national  and 
linguistic  movements.  Indira  was  prepared  to  compromise 
democratic  procedure. 

She  made  short  shrift  of  constitutional  liberties  when  her  own 
political  paramountcy  was  challenged  in  the  mid-1970s  and  did 
not  hesitate  to  fling  political  opponents  and  journalistic  critics 
into  jail. 

Perhaps  as  indicative  of  her  non-democratic  attitudes  was  her 
determination  to  perpetuate  the  political  dynasty  her  father 
had  begun,  first  in  the  person  of  her  son  Sanjay.  and  after  his 
death  in  19S0.  in  the  grooming  of  her  elder  son  Rajiv,  to 
succeed  her. 

The  majority  Congress  Party  has  dutifully  selected  Rajiv 
Gandhi  to  succeed  his  mother.  What  is  far  from  certain  is 
whether  the  40-year  old  neophyte  politician  who  was  thrust  into 
politics  only  four  years  ago.  has  also  inherited  his  mother's 
political  talents  and  her  charismatic  hold  over  hundreds  of 
millions  of  Indians. 

The  challenges  to  post-Indira  India  will  arise  in  both  fields: 
the  ability  to  keep  India  united  in  the  face  of  growing  separatist 
sentiment;  and  to  keep  it  democratic. 

The  challenges  to  India's  unity  will  have  important  interna- 
tional implications. 

The  British  raj.  when  it  carved  out  modem  India  in  the  last 
century  made  sure  to  separate  it  by  a narrow  mountainous 


corridor  from  the  imperial  designs  of  Tsarist  Russia  to  the 
north.  In  the  past  five  vears.  however,  the  Tsars'  Soviet 


north.  In  the  past  five  years,  however,  the  Tsars'  Soviet 
successors  have  occupied  much  of  the  buffer  state  of  Afghanis- 
tan. 

Any  attempt  by  the  Soviet  Union  to  exploit  fissures  in  India 
would  immediately  invite  Chinese  and  U.S.  responses.  There- 
fore. wilh  Indira  Gandhi's  removal  a new  arena  for  big-power 
conflict  has  emerged.

IF  ONE  believes  the  public  opinion 
polls  in  the  U-S.,  the  long-awaited 
presidential  election  on  Tuesday  is 
all  but  over.  AH  of  the  various  sur- 
veys. including  those  commissioned 
by  the  Mondale-Ferraro  campaign, 
agree  that  President  Ronald  Reagan 
and  Vice  President  George  Bush 
have  impressive  - and  probably  in- 
surmountable - leads  throughout  the 
country. 

If  fact.  Republican  supporters  of 
the  president  are  predicting  that  he 
may  even  capture  a majority  in  all 
50  states  - something  no  one  has 
done  in  U.S.  history.  “It  has  ail  the 
earmarkings  of  a landslide,"  one 
Reagan-Bush  campaign  official  pre- 
dicted. “This  may  turn  out  to  be  a 
more  impressive  victory  than  the 
Richard  Nixon  defeat  of  George 
McGovern  in  1972."  At  that  time, 
Nixon  won  every  state  except  Mas- 
sachusetts and  the  District  of  Col- 
umbia. 

The  Mondale-Ferraro  forces, 
while  clearly  depressed,  are  refusing 
to  concede  defeat.  They  are  energe- 
tically trying  to  motivate  their  sup- 
porters in  a last-minute  effort  to  turn 
the  country's  mood  around.  For  the 
record,  they  are  predicting  a come- 
frora-behind  victory  on  November  6 
- along  the  lines  of  Harry  Truman's 
upset  of  Republican  challenger  Tho- 
mas Dewey  in  1948. 

But  a Mondale-Ferraro  victory 
would  represent  an  even  more  stun- 
ning upset  than  was  the  case  in  1948. 
At  that  dme,  public  opinion  polls  did 
not  have  the  degree  of  scientific 
sophistication  that  they  have  today. 
They  are  certainly  not  always  right 
on  the  mark  - witness  some  of  the 
embarrassments  in  Israel  on  the  eve 
of  last  July's  election.  But  they  do 
accurately  reflect  trends  when  read 
over  a period  of  months. 

The  big  name  poll  organizations  - 
George  Gallup.  Louis  Harris,  The 
New  York  Times/CBS  News,  The 
Washington  Post/ ABC  News,  USA 
Toduy/CNN  News,  etc.  - are 
unanimous  in  their  predictions. 
There  are  no  real  dissenters.  The 
race  will  go  to  Reagan  and  Bush,  and 
probably  relatively  easily. 


ONE  RESPECTED  political 
analyst  familiar  with  polling  in  the 
U.S.  and  Israel  noted  the  much 
smaller  percentage  of  “undecided" 
voters  in  the  U.S.  than  in  Israel  on 
the  eve  of  their  respective  contests. 
Most  of  the  polls  show  only  4 or  5 per 
cent  or  so  as  undecided  in  America. 
Just  before  the  July  23  election  in 
Israel,  the  undecided  factor  was 


FACTS  ABOUT  AMBASSADOR  NETANYAHU

Sir.  - Mr.  Segal’s  “Public  Faces” 
segment  on  Ambassador  Binyamin 
Netanyahu  (October  26)  contains 
several  errors  of  fact.  Here  are  a few: 

1.  Mark  Segal  writes  that  the 
Netanyahus  are  currently  staying  at 
the  Regency  Hotel.  They  are  not. 
Like  the  rest  of  the  foreign  minister's 
and  prime  minister’s  entourage , they 
stayed  in  the  hotel  only  for  the 
duration  of  the  official  visit.  They 
left  the  hotel  when  Mr.  Peres’s  en- 
tourage departed  for  Israel,  nearly 
two  weeks  before  Mr.  Segal's  article 
appeared. 

2.  Mr.  Segal  mentions  an  exorbi- 
tant daily  rate  charged  at  the  hotel. 
In  fact,  the  rate  stated  by  Mr.  Sega!  is 
more  than  three  rimes  the  actual  rate 
charged  the  government  for  Mr. 
Netanyahu’s  room,  a special 
arrangement  granted  the  Govern- 
ment of  Israel  for  the  entire  entour- 
age. 

3.  Mr.  Segal  writes  that  the 
Netanyahus  have  hired  extra  help 
for  the  ambassador's  residence. 
They  did  not.  The  Netanyahus  have 
maintained  the  same  help  as  have  all 
previous  ambassadors,  as  stipulated 
by  government  regulations. 

4.  Mr.  Segal  writes  that  Mr. 
Netanyahu  “confessed”  that  he  has 
never  been  a Likud  member.  Mr. 
Netanyahu  did  not  have  to  confess 
this  since  it  is  a matteT  of  public 
record,  as  is  Mr.  Netanyahu's  poli- 
tical outlook,  both  of  which  were 
accurately  reported  in  The  Jerusalem 
Post  on  September  30. 

5.  Mr.  Segal  writes  that  Mr. 
Netanyahu  has  been  “running  the 
Likud  election  fundraising  in  the 
U.S."  Mr.  Netanyahu  has  never  en- 


gaged in  any  such  fundraising.  Mr. 
Netanyahu  believes  that  it  is  totally 
inappropriate  for  a diplomat  to  raise 
funds  for  any  political  party. 

6.  Mr.  Segal  writes  that  Yoni 
Netanyahu  “was  raised  in  the  U.S." 
He  was  not.  Yoni  was  raised  in  Israel 
from  the  age  of  two.  Except  for  three 
one-year  periods,  he  spent  all  his  life 
in  Israel  until  he  fell  at  Entebbe  at 
the  age  of  30. 

7.  Mr.  Segal  writes  that  Mr. 
Netanyahu  has  spent  most  of  his  life 
outside  Israel.  This  is  not  true.  Mr. 
Netanyahu  has  spent  all  of  his  life  in 
Israel,  except  for  five  years  during 
his  childhood  when  his  father  was 
teaching  abroad,  and  for  university 
studies  when  he  and  his  fust  wife 
completed  undergraduate  and 
graduate  degrees  in  Boston. 

Since  Mr.  Segal  raised  the  ques- 
tion of  Mr.  Netanyahu’s  “Israeli- 
ness,"  it  is  appropriate  to  mention  a 
few  more  facts  to  set  the  record 
straight.  Mr.  Netanyahu  served  for 
five  years  in  an  elite  combat  unit  of 
the  IDF.  As  an  officer,  he  led  many 
operations,  was  wounded  in  action, 
received  a special  citation  for  out- 
standing command,  and  fought  in 
the  War  of  Attrition  and  the  Yom 
Kippur  War.  In  fact,  he  is  the  first 
Sabra  Ambassador  to  the  UN,  but 
obviously  such  biographical  details 
should  not  be  considered  prere- 
quisites for  successful  foreign  ser- 
vice. as  the  distinguished  record  of 
all  our  previous  UN  ambassadors 
amply  demonstrates.

This  analyst  also  suggested  that 
American  respondents  to  pollsters' 
questions  are  generally  more  above 
board  than  their  Israeli  counterpart.

Geraldine  Ferraro,  to 
score  what  would  thus  be  a truly 
stunning  victory  - the  equivalent  of  a 
political  miracle  - everything  would 
have  to  fail  neatly  into  place. 

The  Liberal  coalition  of  ethnic 
urbans/intellectuals/blacks/women 
and  others  would  have  to  come  out 
in  dramatic  numbers  on  election  day 
and  vote  for  the  Democratic  ticket. 
Correspondingly,  Republicans 
around  the  country,  perhaps  feeling 
overly  confident  of  an  easy  victory, 
would  have  to  stay  away  from  the 
ballot  boxes. 

Mondale  and  Ferraro  would  have 
to  carry  the  large  industrialized 
states  of  the  Northeast  and  Midwest 
- New  York,  Massachusetts,  New 
Jersey,  Pennsylvania.  Michigan. 
Ohio,  Illinois.  Minnesota.  Wiscon- 
sin and  elsewhere.  They  would  also 
have  to  carry  other  traditionally 
Democratic  states,  perhaps  even 
Texas  and  Florida.  California, 
Reagan's  home  state,  would  also 
somehow  have  to  fall  in  Mondale's 
camp  - as  would  Oregon  and 
Washington  state  in  the  Northwest. 

In  this  connection,  the  Democrats 
are  looking  for  support  from  Hispa- 
nics.  Jews,  fanners  and  the  pcor. 
There  would  have  to  be  a massive 
voter  turnout.  Good  weather  around 
the  country,  therefore  would  be 
good  news  for  Democrats. 

Under  the  complex  electoral  col- 
lege system,  a candidate  need  not 
necessarily  win  a majority  of  the 
popular  vote  to  win  the  election. 

The  fact  is  that  if  a candidate  can 
win  the  eight  largest  electoral  college 
states,  he  can  become  president  even 
if  he  loses  ail  of  the  other  42. 

But  that  quirk  is  an  extremely  long 
shot  - and  the  Mondale  people  know 
it.  They  are  still  hoping  and  pushing. 
Richard  Cohen,  the  New  York  pub- 
lic relations  man  who  has  served  as 
the  Mondale-Ferraro  campaign’s 
liaison  to  the  Jewish  community,  was 
predicting  success  earlier  this  week. 

"Be  a hero,"  he  told  a reporter, 
“and  predict  a Mondale  victory.  It’s 
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easy  to  predict  Reagan.  If  you  do 
and  he  wins,  big  deal.  But  if  Mon- 
dale  wins  and  you  called  it.  you'll  be 
a hero." 


IF  REAGAN  is  going  to  win  in  a 
landslide,  it  should  become  quite 
obvious  by  early  Tuesday  night.  The 
television  networks  will  be  making 
their  predictions  based  on  precinct 
polling  throughout  the  day.  How 
Mondale  does  in  the  East  - even 
before  the  polls  close  on  the  West 
Coast  - will  be  an  indication  of  his 
prospects  elsewhere,  where  his  base 
of  support  is  thinner. 

The  presidential  contest,  while 
certainly  the  most  important,  will 
not  be  the  only  race  on  Tuesday. 
One-third  of  the  seats  in  the  100- 
raember  Senate  and  ail  435  seats  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  will  be 
up  for  grabs.  Several  are  extremely 
important  for  Israel  and  its  suppor- 
ters. . 

Israel’s  strongest  base  of  support 
in  Washington  traditionally  has 
come  from  Capitol  Hill.  It  is  there 
that  additional  billions  in  economic 
and  militaty  assistance  - beyond 
administration-recommended  levels 
- have  been  appropriated.  And  it  is 
Congress  which  so  very  often  has 
issued  statements  and  passed  legisla- 
tion that  dramatically  - and  usually 
positively  - reshaped  U.S.  policy 
toward  Israel  and  the  Arab  world, 
especially  in  the  area  of  arms  sup- 
plies. Here,  therefore,  are  some  of 
the  more  significant  races  to  observe 
Tuesday  night: 

□ Minnesota  and  Michigan.  Two 
Jewish  senators,  both  very  pro- 
Israel.  are  seeking  reelection  - Re- 
publican Rudy  Boschwitz  in  Minne- 
sota and  Democrat  Carl  Levin  in 
Michigan.  Boschwitz  faces  Joan 
Growe,  a state  office-holder  who  is 


also  pro- Israel  but  largely  untested. 
The  senator  is  chairman  of  the  Fore- 
ign Relations  Subcommittee  on  the 
Middle  East,  where  he  has  been  a 
staunch  defender  of  Israel.  His  de- 
feat would  represent  a real  setback. 
Levin  is  being  challenged  by  former 
astronaut  Jack  Lcusma.  a Reagan 
Republican.  Boschwitz  and  Levin 
are  favoured  in  the  polls,  but  not  by 
much. 

o North  Carolina  and  Illinois. 
These  two  senatorial  campaigns 
have  generated  intense  interest  in 
the  American  Jewish  community. 
Large  sums  of  campaign  contribu- 
tions have  been  raised  among  Jews 
to  unseat  Republican  senators  Jesse 
Helms  in  North  Carolina,  an  arch 
conservative  who  has  almost  always 
voted  against  Israel,  and  Charles 
Percy  in  Illinois,  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Foreign  Relations  commit- 
tee. who  occasionally  has  angered 
Israel  by  his  votes  in  favour  of  arms 
sales  to  Saudi  Arabia  and  his  state- 
ments critical  of  various  Israeli  deci- 
sions and  actions. 

In  North  Carolina,  Helms'  oppo- 
nent is  the  popular  Democrat.  Gov- 
ernor  Jim  Hunt,  a strong  supporter 
of  Israel-  Percy  is  opposed  by  Demo- 
cratic Congressman  Paul  Simon, 
also  a consistent  friend.  Enormous 
sums  of  money  have  been  spent  in 
both  states  and  the  polls,  again, 
show  extremely  tight  contests  - "too 
close  to  call.” 

□ Tennessee.  Iowa  and  West  Virgi- 
nia. Democratic  Congressman 
Albert  Gore,  Jr.  is  expected  to  cap- 
ture retiring  Senate  majority  leader 
Howard  Baker's  seat  in  Tennesee. 
Gore,  opposed  by  former  Republi- 
can state  senator  Victor  Ashe,  is 
very  close  to  the  Jewish  community 
in  that  state  and  elsewhere  around 
the  country'. 


In  Iowa,  conservative  Republican 
Roger  Jcpsen  is  fighting  for  his  poli- 
tical survival  against  Democratic 
Congressman  Tim  Harkin.  Jcpsen  is 
perhaps  best  known  in  the  Jewish 
community  for  his  remarkable  flip- 
flop  on  the  1981  Saudi  Awacs'.otc 
Always  a leading  and  outspoken 
opponent  of  that  sale,  he  changed  hi' 
mind  under  heavy  While  House 
pressure  a few  days  before  the  actual 
roll  call  vote.  Harkin.  a liberal 
Democrat,  is  a strong  supporter  of 
Israel.  That  contest  is  neck-in-neck. 

In  West  Virginia.  Democratic 
Governor  Jay  Rockefeller  is  ex- 
pected to  defeat  his  Republican 
opponent,  businessman  John  Raese. 
Rockefeller  has  spoken  very  warmly 
of  Israel  during  the  campaign.  His 
likely  presence  in  the  Senate  will  be 
welcomed  by  Israel's  friends. 

Many  other  pro- Israel  senators 
are  expected  to  win  re-election,  in- 
cluding New  Jersey's  Bill  Bradley. 
Delaware's  Joe  Bidcn,  Rhode  Is- 
land's Claiborne  Pell,  and  Alaba- 
ma's Howell  Heflin  - ail  Democrats. 
At  the  same  time,  two  Israeli  critics - 
Republicans  Mark  Hatfield  of  Ore- 
gon and  Jim  McClure  of  Idaho  - are 
also  expected  to  win. 

“On  the  whole,  prospects  are 
good  for  the  next  Congress  being 
even  more  positive  or.  Israel-related 
issues  than  before.''  said  Morris  J. 
Amitay,  a former  executive  director 
of  the  American  Israel  Public  Affairs 
Committee,  the  pro- Israeli  lobbying 
organization  in  Washington.  Others 
involved  in  the  struggle  agreed,  and 
given  Israel's  greater  economic, 
military  and  political  needs,  this 
could  prove  crucial  in  the  coming 
legislative  battles.
